An  unusually  large  number  of  deaths  from  poison  have 
occurred  this  past  week,  and  sevetEl  corcners  and  juries  have 
spoken  of  the  necessity  for  further  restriciion  on  the  sale  of 
poisons. 

Our  Bankruptcy  reports  include  full  particulars  of  the 
insolvency  of  John  Silver,  who  appears  to  have  ended  a  some- 
what sad  career  as  a  chemist  and  maker  of  patent  pills  and 
ointment, 

We  make  a  selection  from  a  large  mass  of  correspondence 
which  we  have  received  regarding  the  sale  of  poisonous  pro- 
jrletary  medicines  by  nnqualiSed  persons.  This  is  printed 
in  the  Correspondence  section.  The  subject  is  also  com- 
mented upon  editorially. 

In  some  parts  of  the  country  chemists  are  making  it 
known,  through  the  local  press,  that  certaiu  poisonous 
medicines  can  be  legally  obtained  only  from  them,  and  are 
offering  to  take  over  the  stocks  of  snob  articles  from  un- 
legistered  vendors. 

Prof.  Attpikld  has  presented  to  the  Medical  Council 
his  sixth  report  on  the  British  Pharmacopceia.  He  cats 
that  ''Iec  sulphnris "  must  be  a  synonym  of  "sulphur 
piajoip."  in  the  next  Pharmacopoeia.  This  and  the  other 
subjects  in  the  report  are  dealt  with  in  our  Editorial 
piges. 

Milk  op  Sulphur  figures  once  more  in  our  Legal  reports. 
This  time  the  prosecutor  siys  precipitated  sulphur  was  asked 
for,  and  that  when  an  article  labelled  "Milk  of  sulphur"  was 
supplied,  he  called  attention  to  the  circumstance,  and  was 
told  that  the  articles  were  alike.  The  case  is  adjourned  to 
hear  what  the  wholesale  house  has  to  say.  Saffron  and 
seidlilz  powders  are  also  among  the  drugs  respecting  which 
actions  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  reported.

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New  Post  office  Regulations. 

The  following  new  regalations  came  into  force  on  Jane  1. 
The  charge  for  redirection  of  letters  is  abolished,  and  no 
letter,  if  reposted  within  twenty-four  hours  after  delivery, 
will  be  liable  to  charge  for  redirection,  and  if  it  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  opened.  Postcards,  book-packets, 
sample-packets,  newspapers,  and  parcels  will  still  be  liable, 
when  redirected,  to  additional  postage,  except  in  cases  where 
a  notice  of  removal  has  been  received  from  the  addressee. 
Letters  from  abroad,  and  also  letters  directed  to  places 
abroad,  will  also  be  exempt  from  a  redirection  charge. 
The  expression  "  book-packet "  for  the  future  will  mean 
books,  written  or  printed  matter  not  of  the  nature  of  a  letter, 
sketches,  drawings,  photographs,  maps,  plans,  charts,  and 
the  binding  of  such  articles,  providing  it  be  not  made  of 
glass  or  any  exceptionally  brittle  or  fragile  substance  ;  also 
invoices,  orders  for  goods,  credit-notes,  advice-notes,  way- 
bills, bills  of  lading,  receipts,  statements  of  accounts,  prices 
current,  market  reports,  manuscript  for  press  and  printed 
proofs,  examination-papers,  circulars  c,  printed  notices  and 
letters),  deeds,  agreements,  proposals  and  policies  of  insurance, 
powers  of  attorney,  proxy  papers,  voting  papers,  certificates, 
licences,  notices,  returns,  reports,  and  certificates  ma'5e  or 
given  by  officers  of  a  court  of  justice  or  other  public  oiEcers, 
with  a  general  provision  that  any  written  matter  on  the 
document,  &c.,  shall  only  be  a  necessary  part  of  such. 
Pattern-packets  will  be  allowed,  and  in  addition  to  patterns, 
any  article  or  document  transmissible  in  a  book-packet. 
Newspapers,  if  posted  unpaid,  or  insufficiently  paid,  will  be 
charged  double  postage  at  the  newspaper-rate  instead  of  at 
the  book-post  rate,  while  newspapers  containing  book-post 
enclosures  will  be  charged  as  book-packets,  and  not  as  letter- 
packets. 

Portland  Cement  from  Alkali  Waste. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  section  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  last  week  a  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  Charles 
Spackman"On  the  manufacture  of  Portland  cement  from 
alkali  waste  after  treatment  by  the  Chance  sulphur-recovery 
process,"  in  which  the  author  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  presence  of  calcium  sulphate  in  the  cement,  if  not 
exceeding  5  per  cent.,  increased  the  strength  of  the  cement, 
but  caused  it  to  set  more  slowly.  There  is  too  much  of  the 
sulphate  in  alkali  waste,  and  the  proportion  has  to  be  re- 
duced, after  which  the  cements  produced  from  the  waste 
are  stronger  than  those  made  by  the  ordinary  process. 

Midland  Counties  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Midland  Counties  Chemists 
Association  was  held  on  May  26  at  the  Mason  College,  Bir- 
mingham. Mr.  A.  Southall  (president)  occupied  the  chair, 
and  there  were  presant  Councillor  Barclay,  Messrs.  Charles 
Thompson  (vice-president),  James  Hinds,  George  Elliott, 
G.  E.  Perry,  O.  M.  K.  Bourne,  T.  W.  Lowther,  W.  R.  Sellick 
(Stourbiidge),  F.  J.  Gibson  (Wolverhampton),  J.  T.  Barrett 
(Leamington),  Thonger,  and  F.  H.  Alcock  (hon.  sec.)- 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and 
statement  of  accounts  (particulars  of  which  we  published 
last  week),  said  the  past  year  had  been  about  as  successful 
as  usual.  The  lectures  and  meetings  had  been,  on  the 
whole,  well  attended.  At  their  first  meeting  Sir  James 
Sawyer  delivered  an  excellent  address— (hear,  hear)— on  the 
discouragement  of  "  cheapness"  in  dispensing.  It  was  com- 
mented on  by  the  London  daily  press,  as  well  as  by  the 
trade  papers,  and  the  advantage  of  having  pure  drugs,  to  be 
purchased  at  a  moderate  price,  was  emphasised.  They,  un- 
fortunately, had  not  succeeded  in  establishing  classes  for 
students.  They  had  lived  in  hopes  that  they  might  have 
become  affiliated  in  some  way  with  the  Mason  College,  but 
had  not  been  able  to  accomplish  this.  They  trusted  that 
when  the  Pharmiioy  Bill  was  approved  by  Parliament,  and 
students  had  a  curriculum  to  get  through,  they  would  be 
able  to  get  young  men  to  the  classes.  There  would,  doubt- 
less, then  ba  a  rush  of  students,  for  they  would  not  be  able 
to  go  up  to  London,  get  six  or  ton  months'  cramming  there, 
and  then  pass  their  examinations.    The  library  of  the  Asso- 


ciation b:id  been  well  used  this  year,  and  tlie  circulation  of 
books  had  been  larger  than  nsua'.  The  President,  having 
made  reference  to  the  cricket,  tennis,  and  cycling  sections 
which  the  Association  had  established,  spokp  of  the  many 
deaths  of  eminent  pharmacists  which  had  occurred  during 
the  year,  and  afterwards  touched  upon  the  legal  questions 
which  had  affected  the  t  'ade.  It  wag  now  incumbent  upon 
sellers,  he  was  glad  to  say,  to  label  all  patent  medicines 
which  contained  poison  with  the  word  "  poison,"  together 
with  the  name  of  the  seller.  That  would  be  to  the  ad- 
vanl.ige  of  the  qualified  chemist,  as  hitherto  patent  medi- 
cines had  been  sold  by  those  who  knew  little  or  nothing 
about  chemicals  or  drugs.  (Hear,  hear.)  Alluding  to  the 
proposed  orphan  asylum,  he  expressed  the  hope,  if  the 
scheme  were  carried  ou*^,  ut.it  Birmingham  would  not  be 
behindhand  in  providing  some  of  the  "  needful."  (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr.  Barrett,  in  seconding,  said  they  had  been  told 
from  time  to  time  thai  the  Poisons  Bill  had  not  been  of 
much  service,  but  they  now  learned,  perhaps  for  the  first 
time,  that  the  measure  was  of  a  greater  service  than  any  of 
t  hem  might  have  aatioipated. 

Councillor  Barclay  said  the  report  certainly  did  not 
contain  a  large  amount  of  matter  calling  for  comment. 
He  was  sorry  that  they  were  still  without  classes  in 
connection  with  the  Association,  but  he  believed  they 
wonld  not  be  able  to  provide  such  classes  until  they 
were  forced.  That,  fhe  supposed,  was  a  qoeBtion  only 
of  a  short  time.  It  had  been  a  fearful  thing  that  strong 
poisons  should  be  sold  by  unqualified  persons  just  because 
they  had  on  a  patent-medicine  staoap.  The  public  were 
gulled,  to  a  great  extent,  by  those  pa'^ent  medicines ;  they 
were  impressed  by  the  patent-medicine  stamp,  and  they 
seemed  to  think  that  the  patent  drug  had  some  particular 
virtue.  The  Poisons  Act  had  been,  therefore,  more  or  less 
of  a  dead  letter.  Now  that  the  chlorodjne  prosecution  had 
taken  place,  patent  medicines  would  be  brought  under  the 
same  category  as  ordinary  medicines.  That,  of  course, 
would  compel  such  medicines  to  be  sold  only  by  qualified 
chemists,  and  the  public  would  now  have  the  protection  to 
which  they  were  entitled.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Perry  said  he  thought  the  Association  was  spending 
more  than  it  could  afford,  and  he  thought  it  would  be  neces- 
6 ary  that  the  subscriptions  should  be  increased.  He  found 
that,  while  their  subscription  was  2s.  6d.  per  annum,  their 
expenditure  was  3s.  6d. 

The  report  was  then  adopted. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Perry,  seconded  by  Mr.  Barrett,  it 
was  resolved  to  ask  the  Council  if  it  was  possible  to  arrange 
for  an  excursion  during  the  season. 

Mr.  Thompson  moved,  "  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the 
incoming  Council  to  incre a-e  the  number  of  its  representa- 
tives in  the  sixteen  principal  cities  and  towns  within  a 
radius  of  thirty  miles  of  Birmingham."  and  "  that  the  local 
secretaries  in  those  towns  be  ex-ofioio  members  of  that 
Council." 

Mr.  Barrett  seconded  the  proposition,  which  was  carried. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to  the  President  and  ether 
officers  of  the  Society  for  their  services  during  the  past 
year.  The  Council  of  the  previous  year  was  unanimously 
re-slected. 

After  the  meeting  a  sapper  w.as  held  at  the  Colonnade 
Hotel.  Mr.  Southall  presided,  and  about  thirty  members 
were  preseiit.  The  principal  toasts  were  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  proposed  by  Mr.  Perry,  and  replied  for  by 
the  chairman  and  Mr.  Charles  Thompson  (the  Society's  local 
secretary);  "The  Midland  Counties  Chemists' Associat ion," 
submitted  by  Mr.  Jarvis,  and  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Barrett  ; 
"  The  Honorary  Secretary,"  proposed  by  Mr.  Barrett,  to 
which  Mr.  Alcock  briefly  responded.  "  The  Visitors  "  were 
also  toasted  by  Mr.  Barrett,  and  acknowledged  by  Mr. 
Elliott  (Walsall).  Songs  during  the  evening  were  contri- 
buted by  Messrs.  Nicholson,  Page,  Child,  Vaughan,  Perry, 
and  others. 

Presentation  to  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein. 

A  complimentary  dinner  was  given  on  Friday  last.  May  27, 
to  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein,  chairman  of  the  Manchester  section 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  and  also  of  the 
Chemical  Committee  of  the  Mnnchester  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, at  the  Victoria  Hotel,  Manchester.    Sir  H.  Roscoe, 
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M.P.,  had  hoped  to  preside,  but  was  preventei  by  iadis- 
position.    He  wrote  saying  that  the  ackaowledgments  of  all 
iflterested  la  the  progress  oE  chemical  industry  in  this 
«ountry  were  due  to  Mr.  Levinstein,  not  only  for  the  e  ta- 
blishment  of  his  model  works,  but  also  for  the  greu";  energy 
which  he  had  thrown  into  the  general  question  of  industrial 
education,  and  especially  into  the  proceedings  of  the  Man- 
•chester  section  of  the  Society  of  Chemicil  Industry.    In  Sir 
Henry  Roscoe's  absence  the  chair  was  oc3upied  by  Dr.  Bow- 
man.   Alderman  Bailey  was  in  the  vice- chair.    The  he.ilth 
of  the  guest  was  proposed  by  the  Vice-chairman,  and  during 
the  evening  the  Chairman  presented  to  the  guest  a  silver 
•dessert  service  of  handsome  design  and  woikmaQship,  sub- 
scribed for  by  friends  and  admirers  in  token  of  the  great 
services  rendered  by  Mr.  Levinstein  to  the  chemical  aad 
allied  industries.     Among  those  who  contributed  to  the 
complimentary  oratory  of  the  evening  were  Mr.  Thomas 
Tyrer  (London),  Professor  Watson  Smith,  Mr.  Thomas 
Wa'dle,  Mr.  Harry  Grimshasv,  Dr.  Dreyfus,  Mr.  Carter  Bell, 
and  Mr.  G.  B.  Davis.

The  Newcastle  Firemen. 

A  monumental  obelisk  is  to  be  erected  in  Blswick  Ceme- 
tery as  a  memorial  to  the  three  Newcastle  firemen  whose 
■intrepidity  lost  them  their  lives  at  the  fire  in  Messrs.  Mawson 
<&  Swans,  chemical  manufacturers,  Mosley  Street.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  the  men  died  from  the  effects  of  the 
■chemical  fumes  At  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
relief  fund  it  was  stated  that  the  necessities  of  the 
■vaiious  cases  having  been  attended  to,  there  remained  a 
balance  of  802.,  and  this  sum,  it  was  thought,  could  not  be 
better  spent  than  upon  3  memorial  to  the  firemen.  The 
work  will  be  entrusted  to  Messrs.  B.  Donaldson  &  Co.,  who 
will  introduce  some  designs  in  relief  appropriate  to  the 
jnonument. 

Burglaries. 

Early  on  Sunday  morning,  the  premises  of  Mr.  Thomas, 
chemist  and  stationer,  Penarth  Road,  Cardiff,  were  broken 
into  by  thieves.    Entrance  was  effected  by  cutting  out  a 
pane  of  glass  in  the  window  of  the  back  kitchen,  which 
enabled  the  burglars  to  pull  back  the  bolt  of  the  door. 
Apparently,  however,  they  were  surprised  in  their  work,  as 
the  only  thing  stolen  was  a  purse  containing  about  8s 
which  had  been  placed  on  a  dresser-shelf  the  previo 
evening.    The  missing  purse,  minus  its  contents,  was  foun< 
on  the  roof  of  some  outbuildings 

William  Allen,  tramp,  was  charged  on  remand  at  Oxfon 
with  burglariously  entering  the  house  No.  3  Diamond  Terrac 
Summertown,  during  the  night  of  May  11  or  the  morning  of 
May  12,  and  stealing  a  morning  coat,  three  pipes,  pair  of 
scissors,  purse  containing  3s.  in  silver,  tobacco-pouch,  and  a 
quantity  of  food,  value  21.  18».  3d.,  the  property  of  Henry 
James  Robeit  Brooks,  chemist  and  druggist.  The  prisoner 
■was  committed  for  trial  at  the  assizes. 


Carbolic  Poisonings. 

At  Liverpool  on  Saturday  last,  an  inquest  was  held  on  the 
body  of  Annie  Hughes,  17,  whose  parents  reside  at  Holywell. 
The  deceased,  was  employed  as  a  nurse  at  the  Asylum, 
Riinhill,  until  about  a  fortnight  ago,  when  she  left,  broken 
■down  by  the  great  strain  of  her  duties  upon  her  mind,  and 
went  to  live  with  a  married  sister  in  Gwydir  Street,  Toxteth 
!Park.  On  Wednesday  she  went  after  a  situation  in  an  office, 
«nd  on  returning  to  her  sister's  disappointed,  she  cried 
bitterly.  On  the  following  afternoon,  during  her  sister's 
ab.ience,  she  drank  some  cirbolic  acid  which  she  had  pur- 
chased at  the  shop  of  Mr.  Partridge,  obemist.  Admiral  Street, 
and  on  her  sister  returning  home  she  found  her  lying  on  the 
hearthrug  foaming  at  the  mou'.h.  An  emetic  of  salt-and- 
water  was  immediately  administered  to  her  and  a  doctor  sent 
for,  but  she  died  shortly  afterwards.  The  jury  found  that 
the  deceased  committed  suicide  whilst  Buffering  from 


temporary  mental  derangement,  and  expressed  their  deep 
sympathy  with  her  relatives. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Greenwich  on  Friday  of  last  week, 
on  the  body  of  William  Grantham,  30,  of  5  Victoria  Terrace 
Lewisham,  whoso  death  from  carbolic-acid  poisoning  we 
ment  ioned  last  week.  The  Coroner  said  he  could  not  under- 
stand why  carbolic  acid  did  not  come  under  the  Poisons  Act. 
A  verdict  of  death  from  suffocation,  caused  by  swallowing 
carbolic  acid,  was  returned. 

Oq  Wednesday  morning  a  middle-aged  man,  named 
Benjamin  Kenz,  who  carried  on  business  in  Liverpool  as  a 
printer  and  stationer,  committed  suicide  by  drinking 
carbolic  acid  in  his  office. 

The  Tiaw  and  the  Sale  of  Poisons. 
An  inquest  was  held  on  May  20,  at  North  Shields,  touch- 
ing the  death  of  Mary  J.  Baister,  widow,  aged  55,  who  lived 
with  her  daughter-in-law  at  193  Stephenson  Street.  De- 
ceased died  from  the  effects  of  phosphor-paste,  which  she 
had  taken  on  the  previous  Monday,  after  a  quarrel  with  her 
daughter-in-law.  James  Gibson,  chemist  and  druggist,  110 
Charlotte  Street,  North  Shield?,  said  he  knew  the  deceased, 
who  very  frequently  went  to  his  shop.  On  the  previous 
Tuesday  she  purchased  a  bottle  of  Roth's  phosphor-paste, 
which  cost  3d.  He  did  not  enter  the  purchase  in  the 
"  poisoa-book,"  as  it  was  not  one  of  the  articles  scheduled. 
There  was  no  mention  of  poison  on  the  label,  but  there  was 
a  caution  upon  it.  There  was  nothing  in  the  appearance  of 
the  woman  f  o  cause  the  least  suspicion.  A  verdict  of  suicide 
was  returned. 

At  Sunderland  Infirmary,  May  30,  the  adjourned  inquest 
was  held  on  the  body  of  Samuel  J.  Brewis,  miner,  who  died 
on  May  13  from  the  effects,  it  was  supposed,  of  opium- 
poisoning.  William  Frederick  Keating  Stock,  analyst  for 
the  count  y  of  Durham,  deposed  t  o  analysing  the  contents  of 
the  stomach,  and  to  finding  therein  the  constituents  of 
opium.  He  could  not  tell  the  exact  amount  taken,  but  he 
thought  it  quite  conclusive  that  a  poisonous  dose  had  been 
taken.  He  thought  death  was  due  to  opium-poisoning. 
The  Coroner  :  Da  you  think  it  is  safe  to  the  public  to  leave 
the  sale  of  lacdmnm  as  it  is  at  present?  Witness:  I  do 
not.  I  have  objected  several  times  to  it  in  my  reports  to 
the  County  Council.  You  can  get  fly-poison,  vermin- poison, 
or  any  poison  without  signing  for  it.  'The  law  wants  amend- 
ing very  much  indeed.  The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said 
the  question  of  the  sale  of  laudanum  was  a  very  serious  one 
indeed,  and  he  thoroughly  agreed  with  Mr.  Stock  that  the 
law  required  amending  in  this  respect.  The  jury  found  that 
the  man  had  died  from  opium-poisoning,  and  added  that 
thgiV  views  on  the  sale  of  laudanum  were  similar  to  those 
ressed  by  the  Coroner. 

Nottingham  Chemists  Oppose  the  Mediciae-Stamp. 

The  Nottingham  and  Not  ts  Chemists'  Association  held  its 
annual  meeting  on  May  25.    The  Mayor,  Mr.  Fitzhugh,  pre- 
sided, and  among  those  present  were  Messrs.  W  H.  Parker, 
J.  Wilford,  Bolton,  Beverley,  Beilby,  Dennis,  Middleton,  R. 
Jackson,  Savage,  W.  Widdowson,  R.  Widdowson,  Rayson, 
Sergeant,  and  Gill  (honorary  secretary).    The  report  re- 
ferred principally  to  the  educational  work  of  the  Association, 
which  included  lectures  and  laboratory  work  on  pharmaceu- 
tical chemistry  by  Professor  Clowes,  lectures  and  demon- 
strations on  materia  medica  by  Dr.  C.  Haydon  White,  and 
lectures  and  demonstrations  on  physics  by  Professor  Heaton. 
Numerically  the  Society  had  remained  unchanged.  The 
officers  were  generally  re-elected.     In  the  course  of  the 
meeting,  a  discussion  on  the  medicine- stamp  was  introduced 
by  the  president,  and  continued  by  Messrs.  Bolton,  Parker, 
Beverley,  Beilby,  Wilford,  and  Middleton.    It  was  pointed 
out  that,  owing  to  the  comprehensive  wording  of  the  Asts, 
it  was  impossible  for  a  chemist  to  carry  on  his  business 
without  at  some  time  unconsciously  infringing  t  he  law.  The 
uncertainty  as  to  the  liability  of  preparations  t  o  stamp-duty 
was  so  great  that  even  the  Commissioners  of  Stamps  had  at 
one  time  marked  a  label  liable,  and  a  short  time  afterwards 
marked  the  same  label  not  liable ;  this  vagueness,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  a  premium  was  offered  to  informers,  con- 
ftituted  a  grave  injustice,  and  subjected  chemists  to  an 
underhand  surveillance,  which  was  abhorrent  to  every  law- 
abiding  citizen.    In  addition,  it  was  feU  I  hat  the  meiicine- 
I  ttxmp  itself  was  a  gross  injustice,  for  it  not  only  imposed 
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rax  on  the  mfdicines  of  sick  persons,  and  threw  on  cheniiats 
the  resporsibility  of  collecting  t  lio  same,  but  it  also  taxed 
the  chemist's  name  and  brains,  a  tax  Ibat  no  other  class  of 
tradesmen  was  subjected  to.  The  unanimous  opinion  of  the 
meeting  was  that  some  steps  ought  to  be  l  iken  to  alter  this 
state  of  affairs;  bat,  in  view  of  the  approaching  dissolution 
of  Parliament,  the  present  time  did  not  seem  opportune.  It 
was  hoped,  how«-ver,  that  at  the  first  favourable  oppoi  t  anity 
the  matter  would  be  brought  forward. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Tlfr.  Maokey,  of  Tunstall,  has  followed  the  usual  custom  of 
photo-chemists  and  introduced  a  dark  room  in  his  shop  for 
the  use  of  his  customers. 

In  a  leading  thoroughfare  of  a  pottery-town  (Burslem),  in 
a  herbalist's  shop  are  such  articles  as  "Ground,"  "Senar," 
"  Chamermile,"  and  "  Quasher  "  duly  ticketed  so. 

A  well-known  physician  in  Birmingham  is  causing  much 
consternation  amongst  those  pharmacists  whose  materia 
medioa  studies  have  become  somewhat  rusty.  He  pre- 
scribes tinct.  picrtccrc  excelsio,  tinct.  cal.  jat.,  tinct.  abel- 
moschi,  and  generally  prefers  to  give  unusual  names  to  very 
common  drugs  when  prescribing  their  preparations. 

The  emissaries  of  the  Public  Analyst's  department  are 
most  active  just  now  in  this  city.  Amongst  the  articles 
selected  for  inspection  are  saffron,  arrowroot,  sp.  ammon. 
arom.,  sp.  seth.  nit.,  chlorodyne  loz.,  paregoric,  linseed-meal, 
tinct.  iodi,  and  an  ugly-looking  mixture  containing  potas- 
sium iodide  as  the  most  important  ingredient.  One  pharmacist 
within  the  past  few  months  has  been  called  upon  no  less 
than  a  dozen  times  for  6d.  worth  of  saffron. 

The  Mattel  Committee. 

There  is  some  trouble  in  Mr.  Stead's  Mattel  luvestigation 
Committee.  Dr.  Samuel  Kennedy  and  his  son  have  with- 
drawn from  it  because  (they  allege)  the  results  are  being 
prejudiced  by  three  members  of  the  committee  publishing 
letters  on  the  subject.  They  single  out  Mr.  Lawson  Tait, 
remarking,  "  he  writes  :  — '  My  doubts  have  been  verified.' 
We  ask  how  ?  for,  as  far  as  we  know,  Mr.  Lawson  Tait, 
beyond  lending  the  support  of  his  came,  has  in  no  other 
way  taken  any  steps  to  enable  him  to  give  an  opinion,  having 
never  attended  a  meeting  of  the  committee  or  set  eyes  on 
one  of  the  patients  under  treatment."  To  that  Mr.  Tait 
replies  :  "  They  drag  my  name  into  the  discussion  simply  for 
having  stated  that  my  doubts  had  been  verified.  My  doubts 
consisted  in  this,  that  the  Messrs.  Kennedy  would  not  tackle 
any  case  of  real  cancer.  I  sent  them  cases  of  real  cancer 
and  they  declined  to  undertake  them.  .  .  .  I  visited  the  cases 
in  hospital  that  I  had  sent  there,  found  that  the  Messrs. 
Kennedy  refused  to  treat  them,  and  that  a  large  ward  which 
had  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  and 
Messrs.  Kennedy  had  for  two  months  never  had  a  patient  in 
it.  Therefore  I  concluded  that  the  undertaking  of  the 
Messrs.  Kennedy  was  little  better  than  a  joke. ' 

Medical  "  Covering." 

The  General  Medical  Council  had  several  cases  of  "  infamous 
conduct "  under  consideration  at  the  meeting  which  was  con- 
cluded laft  Saturday.  The  first  case  was  that  of  Mr.  0. 
Augustus  Bjnoe,  L.R.C.P.E.,  &c.,  31  Tavistock  Square.  W.C., 
who  did  not  appear  (because  he  happens  to  be  in  prison  just 
now),  and  whose  name  was  removed.  Mr.  David  Klyman  Dyte, 
M.R.CS.  Eng.,  L.S.A.,  and  L.R.C.P.L.,  12  Derby  Street, 
King's  Cross,  W.G.,  in  March  last  was  convicted  at  the 
North  London  Police  Court  of  issuiog  a  false  certificate  of 
death.  Mr.  Byte  had  an  unqualified  assistant,  named  Henry 
Smythe,  in  charge  of  a  branch  two  and  a  half  miles  from 
his  residence,  and  It  was  in  respect  to  this  practice  that  the 
certificate  was  given.  In  spite  of  appealing  letters  from 
Mr.  Jonathan  Hutchinson,  Dr.  Langdon  Down,  Dr.  Hugh- 
lings  Jackson,  and  others,  who  testified  to  Mr.  Dyte's 
ability  and  good  character,  t  he  Council  directed  his  name  to 
be  erased  from  the  Register.  Next  came  the  ciise  of  Mr. 
John  Gunn,  L.F.P.8.G.,  Kilmarnock.  This  was  also  for 
giving  death  and  vaccination  certificates  in  respect  of  cases 
attended  by  his  unqualified  assistant.  After  hearing  Mr. 
Gunn,  the  Council  came  to  the  conclusion  that  his  conduct 
had  not  been  "  infamous  in  a  professional  sense."  Mr. 
Edmund  Byron  de  Bonne  Robartson,  L.F.P.S.Q.,  of  Croydon, 


also  appeared  to  answer  a  charge  of  "  covering."   While  he 
lived  at  Hove  an  unqualified  man  cariicd  on  his  branch  dis- 
pensary   at    Croydon,    and    a    death    which  occurred 
in    the    practice  was    the    subject    of    an    inquiry  by 
the   coroner.    Mr.    Robertson's    name    was   ordered  to 
be  removed  from  the  Register.    Mr.  David  Cargill  Maitln, 
M.D.  (Ireland),  of  Btourport,  was  charged  with  being  "in 
the  employment  of  certain  unqualified  persons  who,  under 
the  name  of  the  Stourport  Amalgamated  Friendly  Societies 
and  Medical  Aid  Association,  supplied  medical  aid.  advice, 
and  prescriptions  at  a  profit."  It  appeared  that  Dr.  Cadogan- 
Masterman,  the  Medical  OlBcer  of  Health,  had  made  the 
complaint,  thinking  that  Dr.  Martin's  position  was  unbe- 
coming the  dignity  of  a  medical  man.    The  Council  con- 
sidered the  matter,  and  agreed  that  the  charge  was  not 
proven.    The  la^t  case  was  a  charge  of  infamous  conduct 
againtl  T.  R.  Allinson,  L  R.C.P.  and  S  E.,  4  Spanish  Place,. 
Manchester  Square,  W.,  one  of  the  most  unorthodox  medical 
men  of  the  day.    He  is  the  medical  editor  of  the  Weekly 
£chn,  a.n  aLti-vaooinationitt,  and  advertises  freely.    But  it 
was  on  account  of  his  advertising  that  he  was  brought  to 
the  bar.    Mr.  Allinson  strongly  defended  himself :  he  had 
not  advertised  himself,  only  his  books,  and  that  was  a  com- 
mon practice  in  the  profession.    The  Council  found  him 
guilty  of  the  offences,  and  ordered  his  name  to  be  erased 
from  the  Register.    In  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Allinson 
as  to  when  ha  might  apply  for  reinstatement,  he  was  in- 
formed that  a  "certain  interval"  must  elapse,  proof  being 
afforded  that  bis  conduct  in  the  meantime  had  been  satis- 
factory.   That  is  how  many  of  fie  cases  end.    ¥or  example, 
during  the  meeting  the  Council  restored  to  the  Register 
the  names  of  Mr.  John   Keyp,  Whitehall  House,  Porto- 
bello,  Dublin,  and  Mr.  Richard  Divies  Barree  Gunn,  Grove 
MouLt.  Fairfield  Road,  Droylsden,  which  bad  been  removed 
lasfyear. 

Not  the  Medicine's  Fault. 

Elizibeth  Ann  Leigh,  38  years  of  age,  of  Morice  Town, 
Plymouth,  was  found  dead  in  bed  on  Monday  morning.  She 
had  complained  for  some  time  of  a  bad  cough,  and 
on  Saturday  obtained  a  bottle  of  medicine  froto- 
Mr.  White,  chemist,  Marlborough  Street.  She  took 
the  medicine  and  said  she  felt  better.  Her  husband 
called  to  her  about  5  A.M.  on  Monday  and  found 
that  she  was  icy  cold.  Mr.  T.  Ralston,  surgeon,  was  called 
In,  and  stated  that  she  bad  been  dead  for  several  hours.  A 
post-mortem  examination  revealed  the  fact  that  the  heart 
and  other  organs  were  in  a  very  diseased  state.  An  inqueitj 
was  held  later  in  the  day  by  Mr.  Vaughan,  and  a  verdict  of 
deith  from  natural  causes  was  returned. 

A  Doctor  Suffering  from  Cancer  Commits  Suicide. 

On  Tuesday  Dr.  Edwards  was  found  deai  in  his  house, 
98  Gloucester  Crescent,  S.W.,  with  an  empty  phial  which 
had  contained  prussio  acid  in  the  room.  Dr.  Bird  said,  at 
the  Paddington  Coroner's  Court  on  Wednesday,  that  the 
deceased  had  evidently  destroyed  himself.  In  all  pro- 
bability if  he  had  not  ended  his  own  life  he  would  have  died 
in  the  natural  course  within  a  few  days  more.  Dr.  Edwards 
suffered  from  cnncer  of  the  tongue,  and  the  Coroner  re- 
marked that  the  disease  was  so  terrible  an  affliction  that 
life  must  indeed  be  almost  unsupportable  on  the  part  of 
those  who  were  its  victims.  Dr.  Diplock,  the  Coroner  for 
West  Middlesex,  was  a  martyr  to  a  similar  affliction  somesix^ 
months.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  while  of 
unsound  mind. 

Two  liSnes  -wiU  meet  on  the  Green. 

The  annual  cricket  match  between  the  Mark  Lane  and 
Mincing  Lane  elevens  (the  latter  captained  by  Mr.  W.  W. 
Green,  the  drug-broker)  will  be  played  on  the  Essex  County 
Ground,  at  Leyton,  on  Tuesday,  June  14. 

Poisoned  by  Foot-rot  Lotion. 

At  Castle  Cary,  Somerset,  on  t  he  evening  of  Tuesday  laM, 
three  little  boys  played  truant  from  school,  and  went  to  the 
hills  above  the  town.  They  came  to  a  sheep-fold,  and  seeing 
a  bottle  near  the  hurdles,  mistook  it  for  a  cider-bottle 
belonging  to  the  shepherd.  Two  of  them  drank  from  it,  but 
the  third  declined,  "  because  he  belonged  to  the  Band  of 
Hope."    The  vessel  actually  contained  a  lotion  used  for 
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«heep-rot  and  a  fatal  poison.  One  of  the  boys  expired  before 
medical  aid  could  be  procured,  and  the  other  died  soon  after 
"being  .admitted  to  the  surgery  of  a  neighbouring  doctor. 

Fire. 

A  fire  was  discovered  on  June  1  in  the  basement  of  the 
premises  of  Messrs.  Jessop  k  Co  ,  drysalters,  of  19  S;.  Mary 
Axe,  and  was  not  extinguished  until  very  great  damiige  was 
done.    Happily  the  damage  was  covered  by  insurance. 

Exeter  Chemists"  Association's  Annual  Dinner. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Exeter  Associiition  of  Chemists 
;ind  Druggists  w;n  held  on  Wednesday,  May  25,  u';  the 
Victoria  RestMuraut.  Mr.  Henry  Gadd,  J.P.,  presided.  The 
vice-cbair  was  occupied  by  the  local  secretary,  Mr.  Lake. 
The  company  included  Mr.  Rowsell  (Holmaa,  Ham  &  Co.), 
lion,  secretary  of  the  Association,  Messrs.  Harris,  Lemmon, 
Milton,  Stocker,  fiibbings  (Newton  Abbott),  Webber,  Raid, 
Bartleet,  H:\-n,  and  Guest.  After  the  usual  loyal  toasts,  Mr. 
Lemmon  proposed  "  The  Success  of  the  Association,"  to 
which  Mr.  Rowsell  replied,  alluding  to  the  good  aUendance 
at  the  materia  medici  and  pbarmacy  classes  held  by  Messrs. 
Ua-ris  and  Lake.  Mr.  Webber  pointed  out  in  his  speech

Votjs  of  thanks  to  the  chairma  n,  vice-chairman,  aad  honorary 
secretary  concluded  the  proceedings. 

Brighton  Association  of  Pharmacy. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Association 
^as  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  May  26.  Mr.  W.  D.  Savage, 
J.P.,  president,  occupied  the  chair.  The  financial  statement 
showed  expenditure  ti  the  amount  of  131.  10s.  6i ,  while  the 
receipts  were  IZl.  lis.  6d.  To  meet  this  deficiency,  the 
treasurer  had  a  balance  at  the  savings-bank  of  16^.  5s.  Sd , 
with  11  4s.

'Pad wick,  that  the  compatition  nest  year  should  be  open  to 
all  assistants  and  apprentices  in  the  town. 

Mistaking  the  Bottle. 

Somebody  left  a  bottle  of  strong  solution  of  caustic  potash 
with  the  landlord  of  the  Robin  Hood,  Bolton,  asking  him 
TO  keep  it  in  a  safe  place  until  Cilled  for.  His  daughter  and 
a  friend,  a  Mrs.  Roitiwell,  a  widow,  61  years  of  age,  drank 
some  of  it  in  error,  and  the  latter  died  in  great  agony. 

Town  Councils  and  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  Town  Council  on 
Monday,  the  Town  Clerk  said  he  had  received  a  communica- 
tion from  a  dissenting  chemist  in  Derbyshire  complaining 
of  an  alleged  contravention  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  by  a  firm 
in  Nottingham,  and  requesting  that  the  Corporation  should 
institute  a  prosecution.  The  complaint  nad  been  before  the 
Watch  Committee,  but  their  correspondent  was  not  satisfied 
with  that,  and  demanded  that  it  should  be  brought  before 
the  Council.  Under  the  circuiLStances  I  hey  would  excuse 
his  mentioning  natncB.  The  letter  was  referred  to  the  Watch 
•Committee. 


Claiming  a  Medioin3  Account. 
A  recipient  of  free  medicine  having  just  died  possessed  of 
property  value  over  TML,  the  Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin 
Dnion,  from  which  the  free  medicines  wore  suppl'ed,  have 
demanded  payment  of  the  sum  of  101.  from  the  solicitors  of 
the  deceased. 

Asbestos. 

A  large  and  exceptionally  fiae  vein  of  asbestos  has  been 
discovered  at  Castletown,  Birehaven.  The  vein,  which  has 
been  laid  bare  by  tne  action  of  the  sea,  is  exposed  for  a  dis- 
tance of  over  100  feet,  its  dimenbions  being  12  feet  wide  by 
4i  feet  thick. 

They  Wanted  Scent. 

Two  juveniles  named  Charles  and  Thomas  O'Connor 
brothers,  aged  7  and  11  respectively,  have  maie  their  dt'but 
in  the  Cork  Police  Office,  charged  with  the  larceny  of  a  bottle 
of  perfume  from  Messrs.  Hirriogton  &  Sons'  pharmacy.  The 
chubby  prisoners,  who  sobbed  "  they  would  never  do  it 
again,"  were  discharged  with  a  severe  ciution. 

Personal. 

The  gold  met^al  in  chemistry  and  two  silver  medils  in 
practical  and  theoreticil  botany,  awarded  by  the  Royal 
(Dick's)  College  Kdinburgb,  have  been  carried  oS  by  Mr.  F.  A. 
Mason,  a  Dublin  student. 

Sir  Charles  Cameron,  Dublin  City  Chemist,  has  accepted 
the  presidency  of  the'Sinitiry  Cjngress,  which  meets  at 
Poitjmouih  in  September  next. 

The  death  occurred,  oa  Monday  last,  at  his  residence. 
South  Mall,  Cork,  of  Sir  George  Wycherley,  L.A.H.  For 
some  time  back  he  had  been  ailing  from  an  attack  of 
congestion  of  the  lungs.  Sir  George  Wycherley  was  for  a 
numbers  o£  years  dispensary  apotheoary  to  the  Cork  Union. 

Leal  in  Aerated  Waters. 

At  the  Londonderry  Petty  Sassions  last  week  several  pro- 
secutions were  brought  by  the  Corporation  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act.  Archibald  Smyth,  Waterside,  was  charged 
with  selling  soda-water  contaminated  with  lead  to  the  extent 
of  half  a  grain  per  gallon.  Professor  Leebady,  the  city 
analyst,  certified  the  aduUerat'on.  Defendant's  solicitor  said 
his  client  simply  knew  nothing  about  the  quality  of  the  soda- 
water,  but  the  manufacturer,  Mr.  Robert  Porter,  was  present 
to  bear  the  responsibility.  He  proposed  to  send  this  bottle 
of  soda-water  to  Somerset  House,  and,  if  they  confirmed  the 
opinion  of  Professor  Leebody  as  to  the  presence  of  lead  in 
the  soda  water,  Mr.  Porter  would  have  to  change  his 
machinery.  He  asked  for  an  adjournment  of  the  case  for  a 
month.  The  Court  granted  the  request.— George  Hunter, 
mineral-water  manufacturer,  Linenhall  Street,  was  also  sum- 
moned for  selling  lemonade  containing  half  a  grain  of  lead 
per  gallon.  The  defendant  admitted  that  there  was  lead  in 
the  lemonade,  but  urged  that  its  presence  was  caused  by  the 
lead  pipes  put  in  by  the  Corporation  to  convey  the  water 
from  the  main.  Witness  stated  that  he  had  been  thirty-flve 
years  in  the  trade  in  New  Ross,  Barrow-in-Furnesp,  and  during 
the  eleven  years  he  had  been  in  Derry  there  was  no  lead  in 
his  mineral  waters  until  it  was  occasioned  by  the  Corporation 
putting  in  lead  pipes.  If  the  case  were  lightly  dealt  with  he 
would  undertake  to  remove  the  lead  pipes  and  put  in  tin 
ones.  The  City  Surveyor  said  he  would  be  allowed  to  put  in 
the  tin  pipes,  and  the  case  was  adjourned.

Pharmacy  Act  {Ireland),  1875,  Amendment  Act,  1890.

Society  of  Ireland  desire  to  warn  all  persons  not  duly  regis- 
tered under  the  above  Acts — who  might  otherwise  plead 
ignorance  of  the  law — against  the  sale  of  scheduled  poisons, 
or  so-called  patent  medicines,  sheep-dips,  vermin-killers,  or 
other  preparations  containing  such  poisons— fection  xv.. 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  which  enactment  provides  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  5/.  for  each  and  every  such  offence.  The 
Council  must,  in  every  case  brought  under  its  notice,  institute 
proceedings  where  this  warning  is  unheeded,  By  order  of  the 
Council,  Arthur  T.  Ferrall,  Registrar. 

The  following  is  sent  to  chemists  and  druggists  : — 

Pharmacy  Act  (^Ireland),  1875,  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

Chemists  and  druggists,  registered  druggists,  and  others 
not  duly  qualified,  are  hereby  cautioned  that  they  are  not 
entitled  to  compound  prescriptions  or  to  keep  open  shop  for 
the  selling  of  same,  even  though  they  employ  a  qualified 
person,  be  he  an  assistant  or  partner.  The  Council  must,  in 
every  case  brought  under  its  notice,  institute  proceedings 
where  this  warning  is  unheeded,  the  penalty  for  each  ofience 
being  a  sum  of  bl.,  and  if  repeated,  the  name  of  the  offender 
jnay  be  erased  from  the  Register.

An  Exhibition  op  Analysis. — The  Congress  of  Working- 
class  Hygiene,  during  its  Paris  gathering,  paid  a  visit  to  the 
Municipal  Laboratory,  the  members  being  divided  into 
groups,  each  of  100  persons,  to  avoid  crowding  and  assure  a 
good  view.  The  employes  of  the  laboratory  applied  in  their 
presence  the  various  current  tests  used  to  detect  adulteration 
in  articles  of  daily  consumption,  and  Dr.  Martin,  of  the  Con- 
sultative Hygiene,  conducted  the  members  of  the  Congress 
over  the  municipal  ovens  for  the  disinfection  of  linen, 
bedding,  &c. 

Db.  Beown-Sequabd's  Tbbatmbnt.— At  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  last  week,  much  interest  was  created  by  Dr.  Brown- 
Seqnard's  paper  on  his  system  of  treatment  with  injections 
of  a  solution  of  sperm  fluid.  The  savant's  address  bristled 
with  proofs  of  its  efficacy.  He  instanced  a  patient  of  80, 
living  at  Mauritius,  who  was  restored  from  a  paralytic  and 
atonic  state  to  health  and  vigour.  Another  somewhat 
younger  man,  bed-ridden,  and  regarded  as  moribund,  was  re- 
established sufficiently  in  a  fortnight  to  take  severe  horse- 
exei-cise,  "and  now,"  drily  added  the  doctor,  "his  health  im- 
proves 60  rapidly  that  the  family  have  forbidden  the  medical 
man  to  continue  the  treatment."  Dr.  Brown-Sequard  claims 
that  the  20  COO  injections  made  by  him  during  the  last  three 
years  have  been  invariably  successful,  and  that  the  system  is 
without  equal  in  cases  of  weakness  and  debility.  Hespecially 
touched  on  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  locomotor  ataxy. 
The  physical  improvement  far  from  reacting  on  the  patient's 
spirits,  invigorates  the  mitid  at  the  same  time  as  the  body. 
This  remark,  coupled  with  the  eminent  doctor's  exhaustive 
discourse,  and  his  fresh  and  vigorous  appearance,  created  a 
whisper  in  the  atsembly  that  Dr.  Brown-Sequard  had  himself 
laid  the  guinea-pigs  under  contribution,  although  he  did  not 
mention  the  fact  in  his  discourse. 


PABI3  EOOiETY  OF  PHARMACY. 

Thb  June  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  on  June  1.  The 
proceedings  commenced  soon  after  2  p.m.,  the  President, 
M.  Portes,  occupying  the  chair.    There  were  nearly  forty 


members  present,  attracted  by  the  announcement  of  a 
discourse  by  M.  Moisson,  resuming  his  recent  lesearches. 
connected  with 

The  I'noDucTioN  of  Pube  Bohon. 

This  has  already  been  referred  to  in  the  French  Pharma- 
ceutical News  of  The  Chemist  and  Dbugglst.  Com- 
mencing with  a  brief  survey  of  the  researches  of  previous 
investigators  regarding  this  element,  M.  Moisson  expressed 
his  opinion  that  the  fact  of  its  not  having  jet  been  isolated 
in  a  pure  state  was  due  to  its  great  affinity  for  metale  and 
metallic,  bodies. 

Sir  Humphry  Davy,  Deville  and  Woehler,  Gay  Lufsac  and 
Thenard  and  Brezulius  had  each  increased  our  knowledge  of 
this  body  and  obtained  a  boron  of  greater  or  less  purity. 
With  Deville  and  Woehlei's  process  M.  Moisson  had  obtained 
a  substance  containing  from  50  to  70  per  cent,  of  pure  boron, 
as  against  the  38  to  44  per  cent,  obtained  by  him  by 
Thenard's  method. 

Brezulius's  boron  analysed  by  M.  Moisson  gave  about 
51  parts  of  the  pure  element,  23  of  hydrated  boric  acid,  and 
smaller  quantities  of  iron,  potassium,  and  boride  of  nitrogen. 

M.  Moisson  thus  concludes  his  researches  in  these  already- 
known  methods.  When  boric  acid  is  reacted  upon  by  an 
alkali  metal,  an  intense  heat  is  generated.  By  this  high 
temperature  the  greater  part  of  the  boron  produced  com- 
bines with  the  excess  of  alkali  metal  and  to  the  metallic 
vessel  in  which  the  reaction  is  made.  Exhausted  by  water 
and  hydrochloric  acid,  a  mixture  is  obtained,  after  desiccation, 
of  boron,  borides  of  sodium  and  of  iron,  hydrate  of  boron, 
boride  of  nitrogen,  and  hydrated  boric  acid.  Up  to  the  pre- 
sent this  mixture  had  been  regarded  as  amorphous  boron. 
But,  says  M.  Moisson,  pure  boron  is  not  to  be  obtained  by 
this  action  of  alkali  metals.  Attention  should,  therefore,, 
be  turned  to  other  methods. 

The  electrolisation  of  the  different  compounds  of  boron 
did  not  prove  succefsful.  Anhydrous  boric  acid  is  a  non- 
conductor of  the  electric  current.  The  electrolisation  of 
borate  of  soda,  which  is  a  good  conductor,  has  already  been 
treated  by  Mr.  W.  Hampe :  it  is  a  beautiful  experiment,  but 
produces  but  a  small  quantity  of  boron. 

M.  Moisson  accordingly  resolved  to  follow  on  the  lines 
adopted  by  the  German  chemists  Geuther,  Gattermann,  and 
(more  recently)  Winckler,  and  of  the  English  experimenters, 
Phipson,  Francis  Jones,  Taylor,  and  others,  who  have  studied 
the  action  of  magnesium  on  boric  acid. 

M.  Winckler  gave,  in  1890,  the  formula  of  two  borides,. 
Mg„BO,,  and  Mg^BOo  respectively,  the  richeit  of  these  con- 
taining 54  per  cent,  of  boron.  Winckler  had  always  reacted 
with  the  quantity  of  magnesium  theorelicaUy  necessary  to 
extract  all  the  oxygen  from  the  boric  anhydrate,  often 
employing  even  double  the  quantity  of  magnesium  powder. 

M.  Moisson,  however,  finds  that  by  reacting  with  a  much 
smaller  quantity  he  produces  a  larger  quantity  of  boron 
mixed  with  crystallised  borate  of  magnesia,  and  a  boride  not 
decomposed  by  water. 

It  is  evident  that  there  are  two  borides  of  magnesium. 
The  first  is  unstable,  and  decomposes  in  water,  giving  ofi  hy- 
drogen and  boric  hydride  ;  the  other  is  not  decomposed  by- 
water,  and  can  only  be  attacked  by  hydrochloric  and  nitric 
acid.  By  continued  washing  in  dilute  hydrochloric  scid  the 
borate  and  the  unstable  boiide  are  separated. 
M.  Moisson  then  described  exactly  his  final  processes. 
To  illustrate  the  great  affinity  of  boron  with  oxygen,  M. 
Moisson,  in  the  course  of  his  lecture,  mixed  boron  and  oxid& 
of  copper  in  a  glass  tube  which  he  heated  over  a  lamp.  He 
announced  that  it  would  ignite,  but  instead  of  this  a  loud 
detonation  took  place,  and  the  members  near  him  narrowly 
escaped  injury  from  the  fragments  of  glass.  M.  Moisson, 
no  wise  discomfited ,  next  heated  potassium  with  the  boron  in  a 
tube.  In  spite  of  his  solemn  assurances  as  to  the  improba- 
bility of  another  explosion,  there  was  a  general  disposition  to 
give  him  room.  This  time  ignition  took  place,  but  it  was 
accompanied  by  detonation,  and  the  tube  burst. 

Asiatic  Plant-lifb. 

M.  Planchon  next  followed  up  his  recent  paper  on  the 
Attragaliis  species  by  some  general  remarks  on  plant-life  on 
the  plateau  of  Central  and  Western  Asia.  He  remarked  how 
their  geographical  position  and  the  pellucidity  of  the  air 
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produced  the  most  extraordinary  extremes  o£  heat  and  cold, 
as  well  as  copious  evaporation.  To  protect  themselves  from 
the  cold  and  evaporation  soma  planta  become  covered  with  a 
species  of  very  line  bristles,  while  others  accamalate  nutri- 
ment in  their  roots  and  thus  support  existence  when  their 
stems  become  scorched  by  the  sun.  Ttiis,  of  course  refers 
onlv  to  the  wild  districts:  the  cultivated  and  Irrigated  lands 
produce  luxuriant  foliage.  M.  Planchon  touched  on  plant- 
life  in  Asia  Minor,  Syria,  Thibet,  Persia,  &o.  He  reminded 
his  hearers  of  the  importance  of  the  last-named  country  for 
the  production  of  various  gums  and  mancas.  It  is,  so  to 
speak,  the  home  of  the  astragalus,  &c.  This,  in  spite  of  the 
large  tracts  of  desert,  such  as  the  desert  of  Gobi. 

Canthaeidik. 

M.  Prunier  then  came  forward  with  a  note  by  M.Debnchy, 
recommending  the  preparation  of  cantharidin  by  petroleum 
ether.  The  use  of  sulphide  of  carbon  causes  a  considerable 
lofs  of  cantharidin,  while  with  petroleum  ether  no  loss  takes 
place,  the  cantharidin  not  being  dissolved  by  it. 


India  and  thb  Medical  Act.— By  order  of  Her  Majesty 
in  Council,  Part  II.  of  the  Medical  Act,  1886,  has  been  ex- 
tended to  India.  This  part  of  the  Act  deals  with  the 
registration  and  use  of  colonial  and  foreign  medical 
titles. 

A  Vetebinabt  School  is  in  the  course  of  erection  at 
Calcutta.  It  will  be  called  the  "  McLeod  Veterinary  School," 
being  named  after  Brigade-Surgeon  Kenneth  McLeod,  who 
has  for  years  past  consistently  agitated  for  the  starting  of 
such  a  school.  The  first  scholarship  in  connection  with  it 
will  be  founded  by  Dr.  McLeod. 

FiBB  IN  A  German  Dbug-wabkhousb.— The  five- storey 
wholesale  drug-warehouse  of  Messrs.  Kriej^er  &  Co.'s  suc- 
cessors, at  Coblentz,  was  burnt  down  on  May  18.  The  firm  had 
only  moved  into  the  building  last  January.  The  cause  of 
the  fire  was  that  an  employ  6  who  was  engaged  in  drawing 
alcohol  from  a  cask,  dropped  the  light  which  he  was  using 
in  his  work  and  caused  an  explosion. 

ALLEGED  Poisoning  wifn  Pbntal.— The  Pliarm.  Zcitung 
reproduces  the  statement  of  a  local  journal,  stating  that  in 
the  province  of  Moravia,  Austria,  a  dentist  administered 
pental,  "a  new  anajsthetic,"  to  a  lady  patient  who  came  to 
him  to  have  a  tooth  extracted.  Scarcely  half  the  dose  bad 
been  given  when  the  patient  lost  consciousness,  and  died 
in  spite  of  all  efEorts  to  restore  life. 

Valuable  Minebal  Deposits  in  Bohemia.— A  Mr.  Th. 
Procbazka.  of  Prague,  has  been  sending  out  circulars  inviting 
subscriptions  to  the  formation  of  a  company  with  a  capital 
of  two  millions  of  florins,  for  the  purpose  of  working  deposits 
of  gold,  platinum,  bismuth,  and  other  metals,  said  to  exist 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Prague,  and  calcu- 
lated (hv  the  promoter)  to  represent  a  value  of  at  least 
8,800,000,000Z. 

A  HOFMANN  Memobial— The  German  Chemical  Society, 
of  which  the  late  Professor  von  Hofmann  was  president,  has 
resolved  to  erect  a  memorial  to  him  in  Berlin  m  the  form  oi 
an  inttitute,  like  the  English  foundations  in  memory  ot 
famous  men,  which  will  serve  as  the  centre  of  all  efforts  to 
promote  chemical  science  and  its  practical  application,  ic 
is  to  be  known  as  the  "  Hofmann-Uaus."  The  collection,  it 
is  hoped,  will  amount  to  1,000,000  maiks. 

RU3'-iAN  HyoiENic  E-XHiBtTiON.  —  Eirly  in  1893  a 
hygienic  exhtoition  will  be  opened  in  St.  Petersburg.  Ihe 
pharmaceutical  section  of  the  exhibition  is  presided  over  by 
Emeritus-Professor  Trapp,  and  will  include  crude  drogs 
and  manufactured  preparations,  as  well  as  apparatus,  &c., 
of  Russian  origin  or  manufacture.  Foreign  goods  wUi  oe 
admitted,  but  are  not  eligible  for  awards,  unless  they  repre- 
sent hygienic  goods  which  are  already  in  use  in  Hnssia. 
Particular,  may  be  had  at  the  Bureau  of  the  National 
Russian  Hygienic  Exhibition,  15  Dmltrofsky  Pereulsk,  St. 
Petersburg.

Tbade  in  Tohonto  is  bad.  According  to  the  Canadian 
Druggist,  the  presence  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy 
in  the  city  is  the  bane  of  its  drug  trade.  The  attendance  o£ 
students  at  the  college  makes  them  familiar  with  the  city  and 
its  attractions,  and  there  are  but  few  ot  them  who,  with 
means  and  an  exalted  idea  of  the  attractiveness  of  doing  a 
city  business,  are  unwilling  to  locate  on  some  prominent 
corner  advertised  as  being  suitable  for  a  drug- store.  To  this 
alone  the  Druggist  ascribes  the  very  large  number  of  pharma- 
cies in  the  city.  In  one  district  in  Toronto  where,  seven 
years  ago,  five  drug-stores  were  to  be  found,  to-day  twenty 
may  be  counted,  and  the  number  continues  to  increase. 
Worse  than  all,  the  cutting  business  is  on  the  increase. 

The  Belgian  PhabmacopceU.— The  Belgian  Pharma- 
copoeia Commission,  consisting  of  five  pharmacists  and  four 
medical  men,  which  was  appointed  in  January,  1890,  to 
revise  the  Pharmacopoeia  Belgica  1885,  has  just  published 
a  first  supplement  to  that  woik.  The  supplement  includes 
thirty-nine  new  articles  of  which  nine  are  simple  drugs— 
viz.,  cortex  frangulas,  folliculi  sennae,  frnctus  cicutaj,  gummi 
Ssn'egalense,  herba  convallarins,  lanolinum,  scammonium, 
semen  strophanthi  hispidi,  and  stigmata  ma  idis.  The  re- 
maining thirty  are  chemical  preparations  and  galenicals— 
viz.,  acid,  chrysophanic,  acid,  pyrogallic,  apomorphm. 
muiiat.,  antifebrin,  antipyrin,  camphoia  monobrom.,  chmin, 
hydrobrom.  acid,  and  neutrale.  chin,  hydrochloric.,  bismuth, 
citric,  amraoniat.,  natr.  bromat.,  natr.  chlorat.,  natr.  lodat., 
lithium  benzoic,  and  salicyl ,  iodol.,  methacetin.,  /3  naphthol., 
resoroin.,  saccharin.,  salol.,  sulfonal.,  thymol.,  extr.  conval- 
lariiE  extr.  stigmat.  maidis.,  extr.  strophanthi.  syr.  and  solut. 
calcii  hydrophosphoric,  tete  et  gossypium  antiseptica,  and 
tinct.  strophanthi. 

The  Destbuction  of  Field-mtcb  by  Tsphus-bacil- 
LUS  —Professor  Loeflier.  the  originator  of  the  system  of 
destrojing  field-mice  by  typhus -bacillus  infection,  has  re- 
turned to  Germany,  from  Greece,  where  he  had  gone  to 
put  his  system  to  a  practical  test.  The  professor  reports 
that  his  mission  has  been  a  complete  success,  and  that 
within  eight  or  nine  days,  the  swarms  of  field-mice,  which 
infested  the  parts  of  the  country  visited  by  him,  and 
destroyed  the  crops,  were  absolutely  annihilated.  The 
remedy  was  applied  in  the  following  manner  : -The  pedants 
in  the  district  to  be  operated  upon  were  aiked  to  f^et  at  a 
given  point  with  baskets  of  odd  pieces  of  bread  broken 
imall.  This  bread  was  soaked  in  the  solution  containing 
typhus-bacilli,  and  relumed  to  the  owners  with  f 
to  spread  it  in  the  fields.  In  this  manner  arge  areas  could 
be  treated  every  day.  Pieces  of  bread  saturated  with  the 
bacillus,  were  eaten  by  Dr.  Loelliar  and  a^/^'^-^^f^^" 
demonstrate  its  harmlessness  upon  the  b^^^^^^.^^y^I^^I 
Horses  and  other  large  animals  were  also  experimentally 
fed  with  it,  and  experienced  no  ill  effects  whatever.

Its  non  drying  qunlities 
render  it  valuable  as  a  preservative  of  the  surfaces  of  the 
heated  iron  sheet  from  oxidation  until  the  moment  of 
(lipping  into  the  bath  of  melted  tin,  the  sheets  being  rapidly 
trausferred  to  that  from  the  hot-oil  bith,  which  consists 
almost  entirely  of  palm  oil. 


SOOIBTZ  OF  OHKMICA.L  INDUSTRY. 


THE  London  Section  met  at  Burlington  House  on  MomUy 
evening,  Mr.  Xhomis  Tjror  presiding.  The  first  business 
uf  impoitance  was  in  regard  to 

The  Late  Pbofessok  von  Hofmakx. 

Mr.  Tyrer  said  it  was  thought  to  be  fitting  that  refer- 
ence should  be  made  in  the  Suction  to  the  great  mas  er, 
and  he  had  communicated  with  Sir  F.  Abel,  von  Hofmann's 
first  pupil  and  a.ssistant  :n  London,  but  he  was  unable  to 
atiend.  Dr.  W.  H.  Perkia  had  agreed,  however,  to  move  a 
leEolntion. 

Dr.  Perkin  said  that  his  knowledge  of  Hofmann  dated  as 
far  back  as  1853  when  he  was  a  pupil  under  him  at  the 
College  in  Oxford  Street.  He  considered  that  Hofmann 
made  that  college  famous  not  only  by  the  high  class  of 
chemists  who  were  produced  there,  but  on  account  of  the 
constant  flow  of  original  work  which  had  come  out  of  it. 
It  was  a  great  loss  to  this  country  when  Hofmann  left  it. 
Dr.  Perkin  also  spoke  of  the  large  volume  of  work  which 
the  dead  chemist  had  accomplished,  mentioning  that  his 
last  paper  had  been  pu*ili»hed  since  his  death,  and  con- 
cluded by  moving  the  address  of  condolence  to  Madame  von 
Hofmann. 

Mr.  David  Howard  seconded  the  motion,  and  spoke  briefly 
but  eloquently  of  the  great  enthusiasm  for  science  which 
Hofmann  imparted  to  his  pupils,  and  regarding  his  individual 
researches  he  said  that  the  man  studied  truth  for  itself,  and 
as  technical  chemistry  was  founded  upon  truth,  his  researches 
were  of  direct  interest  to  that  Society. 

Mr.  Ludwig  Mond  said  that,  unlike  Dr.  Perkin  and  Mr. 
Howard,  he  could  not  claim  to  have  been  a  pupil  of  Hofmann's, 
but  since  he  had  interested  himself  in  chemistry  (qo;v 
lorty  or  fifty  years),  his  name  had  been  familiar  to  him, 
and  he  had  known  him  personally.  He  had  seen  him  about 
a  year  ago,  and  though  he  was  grey  he  was  as  youthful  as 
any  in  that  room,  and  as  cheerful  as  a  man  should  be  who 
had  such  a  distinguished  career  behind  him.  He  had  been 
cariied  away  suddenly  in  the  full  strength  of  his  mind.  His 
close  appreciation  of  applied  chemistry  had  been  shown  in 
his  report  of  the  International  exhibiiion  of  1852,  dealing 
with  chemical  products  and  processes. 

Mr.  William  Thorp  said  that  he  was  amongst  the  last  of 
Hofmann's  London  pupils,  for  it  was  while  he  was  a  student 
at  the  college  that  Hofmann  left  for  Germany.  He  aitiibated 
the  secret  of  his  tuocess  as  a  teacher  to  the  fact  that  he  sxw 
his  students  very  frequently,  and  interested  himstlf  de3ply 
in  their  work. 

Mr.  Tyrer,  ia  puttiog  the  motion,  said  that  he  could  not 
help  sajing  a  word  or  two,  for  it  wai  one  of  the  gratifying 
things  of  his  Ufa  that  he  had  worked  under  Hofmann,  along 
with  such  men  as  David  Howard,  Maoleod,  E.  J.  Mills, 
Griess,  Groves,  and  others,  whose  names  were  familiar  in 
chemistry.  The  influence  which  Hofmann  had  upon 
English  chemistry  was  more  than  aoyoae  coull  reckon,  aod 
he  psrconaily  considered  that  he  owed  everything — that  he 
was  what  he  waj  owing  to  Hofmann. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to  in  silence. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  there  were  on  the  lecture- 
table  a  marble  bust  of  von  Hofmann,  showing  him  as  a  m^n 
of  30  or  80,  with  more  of  the  Gallic  than  the  Teutonic  in  his 
face.  Thtn  came  three  portraits  showing  hosv,  as  age  ai- 
vanced,  the  face  grew  firmer,  the  "imperial  "growing  to  a  full 
beard  and  whiskers,  a?  in  the  portrait  which  we  have 
published.  Lastly,  there  was  a  recent  portrai',  a  fine  photo- 
gravure pla'e.  Here  von  Hofmann  wears  his  professorial 
gown,  his  hair  has  wbiteaod,  and  the  face  has  changed  to 


that  of  a  beautiful  old  man,  with  clear  eye,  and  the  benign 
expression  which  no  nationality  can  claim  for  itself. 

It  was  fully  half-past  eight  before  the  first  paper  was 
reached.    It  was  on

Mr.  J  A.  Nell  leton,  the  author,  contented  himself  by  givi  ng 
a  rcsumt'  of  the  literature  on  the  subject,  mora  or  less  recent, 
and  a  description  of  the  manufacturing  process  as  at  present 
carried  out.  After  describing  in  detail  the  precautions  to  be 
observed  in  the  mixture  and  prepara'ion  of  the  malted  and 
unmalted  grain,  and  the  worts  therefrom,  he  proceeded  to 
speak  cf  the  alcoholic  fermen'.ation  of  the  worts,  showing 
that  a  minimum  quantii^y  of  yeast  is  desirable,  and  that 
several  secondary  fermentatiots  take  place  which  are 
material  to  the  character  of  the  product,  for  the  higher 
alcohols  which  are  formed  are  in  the  acetiflcation  process 
oxidised  into  the  corresponding  acids,  or  are  elherified  ;  and 
it  is  these  products  which  give  flavour  to  malt  vinegar.  Mr. 
Adrian  Biown's  researches  were  fully  alluded  to.  Mr. 
Nettlilon  calculates  that  3  cwt.  of  malted  barley  should 
yield  171  gallons  cf  6-per-cent.  vinegar  ;  the  same  amount  of 
sugar  yields  243  gallons. 

In  describing  the  aoetification  stage,  the  author  spoke  at 
considerable  length  of  the  necessity  for  so  regulating  the 
outflow  of  gases  and  their  return  to  the  vats,  that  the 
aroma  of  the  vinegar  may  as  far  as  possible  be  retained.  It 
13  also  highly  important  that  a  sufficient  enpply  of  nitro- 
genous feeding- material  should  be  kept  at  the  disposal  of 
the  acetic  ferment.  The  proportion  of  higher  alcohols — 
"  fusel  oil " — in  the  alcoholic  wash  is  as  much  as  0  25.  Mr. 
Nettleton  also  described  the  cover  of  the  fermenting-vat, 
which  is  very  material  to  the  process.  It  is  generally  a  deep 
layer  of  washed  shavingsor  bundles  of  twigs;  but  an  American 
patent  utilises  folds  of  flannel  or  felt,  and  bundles  of  twine 
or  cord  are  also  used.  Whatever  the  material  may  be,  it  is 
the  nidus  from  which  acetiScation  is  started,  and  the  object 
is  to  provide  a  large  contact  surface. 

Finally  the  kinds  of  vinegar  and  the  analysis  thereof  were 
discussed.  There  is  (1)  genuine  malt  vinegar  ;  C2j  a  vinegar 
containing  ethers  but  which  has  little  in  common  with  malt ; 
(3)  "distilled  vinegar  " ;  and  (4)  wood-acid  vinegar.  Strengths 
vary  from  6  5  per  cent,  down  to  3  5  per  cent.,  or  even  less. 
Genuine  vinegarshould  be  brown,  should  contain  nitrogenous 
matter,  phosphates,  preservatives,  and  micro-organisms  such 
as  yeast- cells.   The  last  shows  its  origin. 

In  the  discussion,  Mr.  Gordon  Salaman  asked  Mr. 
Nettleton  to  say  (1)  what  proportion  of  maltose  and  dex- 
trin existed  in  good  worts ;  (2)  if  gypsum  was  not  good  for 
the  removal  of  excessive  nitrogenous  matter  ;  and  (3)  what 
percentage  of  absolute  alcohol  he  regarded  as  the  maximum 
for  working. 

Mr.  Sebastian  Davis  also  spoke.  As  a  manufacturer  he 
did  not  believe  that  aeration  during  fermentation  did  a  bit 
of  good,  and  he  thought  that  it  was  always  best  to  start  with 
fresh  yeast.  It  cost  less  than  3^.  for  1,000  gallons  of 
vinegar.  Vinegars  of  2  to  2^  per  cent,  monohydrated 
acetic  acid  are  by  far  too  common,  and  a  properly-recognised 
standard  is  desirable,  but  there  should  be  some  latitude 
b slow  6  5  per  cent.  He  spoke  of  the  difficulty  there  is  in 
supplying  Scotland  with  vinegar.  There  they  want  it 
colourless,  and  a  Glasgow  analyst  had  declared  a  sample 
distilled  from  the  brown  stuflE  not  to  be  vinegar  at  all, 
although  the  presence  of  ethers  clearly  distinguished  it  from 
the  wood-acid  vinegar.  The  diflioulty  was  got  over  by 
calling  the  product  "  White  vinegar  distilled  from  pure 
malt  vinegar,"  and  the  Excise  authorities  agreed  to  that. 

Mr.  Nettleton,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  said  that  90  per 
cent,  of  the  vinegar  used  in  Scotland  is  simple  dilute  acetic 
acid.  He  also  spoke  on  the  points  raised  by  Mr.  Salaman, 
but  his  reply  was  not  veiy  complete. 

The  only  other  paper  was  one  by  Dr.  Alder  Wright  on 
aluminium  alloys,  Dr.  Rideal's  paper  on  "The  Petroleum 
Jellies  of  Commerce  "  being  withdrawn  for  the  present.

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Precipitated  Sulphur  akd  Milk  op  Sulpiiue. 

Ox  Monday,  at  the  Highgate  Petty  Sessions,  Mr.  Hugh 
EdgsoD,  of  2  Bank  Buildings,  Wightman  Road,  Horasey, 
chemist  and  druggist,  was  snmmoned  for  selling  a  drug — to 
wit,  precipitated  sulphur — which  was  adulterated  with 
59  82  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  lime,  and  was  not  of  the 
nature  and  substance  demanded  by  the  purchaser.  The 
magistiates  sitticg  were  Messrs.  W.  P.  Bcdkin  (chairman), 
Walter  Keynolds,  and  W.  W.  Williams. 

Mr.  Muiray,  solicitor,  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  defendant. 

Wm.  Vernon,  assistant  to  Mr.  Tomlin,  inspector  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  gave  evidence  that  on  May  4  he  went 
into  the  shop  of  the  defendant  in  Wightman  Eoad,  and 
asked  for  2  cz.  of  precipitated  sulphur.  A  packet  was 
handed  to  him,  and  be  paid  the  amount  demanded — viz., 
Zhd.  He  noticed  that  the  picket  was  labelled  "  Milk  of 
sulphur."  He  drew  the  defendant's  attention  to  the  fact, 
and  said,  "  I  asked  for  precipitated  sulphur."  The  defen- 
dant, who  served  him  personally,  replied,  "You  have  got 
what  you  asked  for. '  Witness  then  went  out  of  the  shop 
and  handed  the  packet  to  his  principal,  who  came  to  the 
door  of  the  shop  and  told  the  defendant  that  the  article  had 
been  purchased  for  analysis  by  the  public  analyst,  and  if  he 
wished  the  packet  should  be  divided  into  three  parts.  It 
was  so  divided,  one  part  being  left  with  the  defendant, 
another  retained  by  Mr.  Tomlin,  and  the  third  sent  on  to  the 
public  analyst. 

By  Mr.  Tomlin:  Did  I  in  your  presence  speak  to  the 
defendant  about  the  label  ? — Ycs,  and  I  also  drew  the 
defendant's  attention  to  it  in  your  pretence. 

When  I  came  into  the  shop  did  I  in  your  presence  ask 
defendant  why  it  was  labelled  "  Milk  of  sulphur,"  and  did 
he  say  there  was  no  difference  between  milk  of  sulphur  and 
precipitated  sulphur  1 — Yes ;  he  said  they  were  the  same 
thing. 

Cross-examined  :  Are  yon  quite  sure  that  yon  asked  for 
precipitated  sulphur,  and  not  milk  of  sulphur  ? — Yes,  quiie 
sure. 

Mr.  Murray  :  My  instructions  are  that  yon  asked  for  milk 
■of  sulphur. 

The  Witness  :  I  asked  for  precipitated  sulphur,  and  when 
I  told  him  so  the  second  time  he  said,  "  You  have  got  what 
jou  asked  for." 

Mr.  William  Tomlin,  the  inspector,  said  on  the  day  re- 
ferred to  he  received  from  the  hands  of  the  last  witness  a 
.packet  of  precipitated  sulphur.  In  consequence  of  what  be 
i: old  him  he  went  into  the  shop,  and  in  tha  presence  of  the 
defendant  asked  him  what  he  had  asked  for.  Vernon  replied 
that  he  had  asked  for  "  precipitated  sulphur. "  Witness 
called  attention  to  the  label  and  defendant  replied  that  pre- 
cipitated sulphur  and  milk  of  sulphur  were  alike.  Witness 
then  said,  '■  Then  I  may  take  it  as  precipitated  sulphur,"  and 
defendant  replied  in  the  affirmative.  The  packet  was  sent 
to  the  public  analyst,  who  bad  certified  tbat  it  was  adul- 
terated with  59  82  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  lime. 

Repljiug  to  questions  by  Mr.  Bodkin,  the  inspector  said 
that  precipitated  sulphur  ought  not  to  contain  any  lime. 
Precipitated  sulphur  being  used  medicinally,  it  ought  of 
course  to  be  pure.  The  lime  was  not  deloteiious,  but  it  would 
not  do  any  good. 

Mr.  Murray,  for  the  defence,  said  his  cise  was  that  the 
defendant  was  asked  for  milk  of  sulphur,  but  there  certainly 
appeared  to  have  been  some  mistake.  He  was  very  anxious 
to  satisfy  the  Bench  that  his  client  was  innocent  of  any 
intention  to  defraud. 

Mr.  Bodkin :  He  sold  milk  of  sulphur  for  precipitated 
sulphur. 

Mr.  Murray  :  We  do  not  admit  that ;  my  client  says  he  was 
■asked  for  milk  of  sulphur.  I  am  very  much  surprised,  and 
eo  is  my  client,  with  the  result  of  the  analysis,  which  we  have 
just  heard  for  the  first  time,  and  I  should  like  an  adjourn- 
ment to  enable  me  to  communicate  with  the  wholesale  drug- 
gists, because  if  the  drug  is  wrong  it  is  a  very  serious  thing 
for  the  wholesale  druggists.  I  should  like  jou  to  hear  what 
ly  client  has  to  say.   I  will  call  him. 


The  Cleik  :  The  defendant  caAnot  be  called  as  a  witness. 

Mr.  Murray:  Yes,  that  is  spec 

The  Clerk,  having  looked  up  tl 
the  case,  and  the  defendant  wa,

up  tl  e  Act,  replied  tbat  such  was 
then  called.    He  said  he

jears.  He  received  the  sulphur  in  question  from  Messrs.

Stieet,  South wark,  a  firm  with  whom  he  had  dealt  for  four- 
teen years. 

The  Chairman  :  Is  that  their  own  label  ? 

Defendant :  No ;  it  is  their  own  preparation,  but  my  label. 
I  sold  it  exactly  as  I  received  it. 

Mr.  Murray  :  What  did  they  sell  it  to  you  a3  ? 

Defendant :  As  milk  of  sulphur. 

The  Chiirman  :  Sulphur  doe3  not  precipitate  lime. 

Defendant :  No.  Acid  does,  though  ;  and  I  expect  that  this 
is  prepared  with  sulphuric  acid  instead  of  muriatic  acid.  I 
sell  it  just  as  I  receive  it. 

Mr.  Bodkin:  Very  likely;  but  precipitated  sulphur  was 
asked  for,  and  you  give  milk  of  sulphur  and  say  it  is  the  same 
thing. 

Defendant:  I  do  not  remember  a  word  being  said  about 
precipitated  sulphur. 

Mr.  Bodkin :  What  is  the  value  of  sulphur  ? 

Defendant :  Tivo  ounces  for  tnree-halfpence. 

Mr.  Bodkin  :  And  sulphate  of  lime — what  is  the  value  of 
that  ? 

Defendant:  Sulphate  of  lime  is  almost  valueless. 

Mr.  Murray :  The  evidence  has  takea  my  client  by  sur- 
prise ;  he  would  like  to  have  this  properly  investigated. 

Mr.  Bodkin:  I. think  you  should,  for  the  credit  of  your 
client.  You  see,  his  character  is  called  into  question  for 
selling  one  article  when  asked  for  another. 

Mr.  Murray  :  We  should  like  an  adjournment. 

Mr.  Bodkin  said  an  adjournment  would  be  granted,  and 
defendant  had  better  have  the  wholesale  chemist  present 
next  time. 


Roberts's  OAPiVLH  Stoppbb  Co.  (Limited). 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice, 
on  Saturday,  May  28,  before  Mr.  Justice  North,  an  applica- 
tion was  made  by  Mr.  Bve  that  the  petition  which  was  in  bis 
Lordship's  list  might  be  withdrawn.  Counsel  stated  that, 
subject  to  his  Lordship's  approval,  the  parties  had  come  to 
terms.  Mr.  Ingle  Jojce  appeared  for  the  company.  Mr. 
Justice  North  sanctioned  the  withdrawal  of  the  petition. 


An  Advertising  Balloon. 

In  the  Qaeen'd  Bench  Division,  before  Mr.  Baron  Pollock, 
on  May  27,  Messrs.  Gosnell,  wholesale  perfumers,  sued  Mr. 
Percival  Spencer,  as  ttie  only  surviving  partner  in  the  firm  oE 
Charles  Green,  Spancer  Bon,  aeronauts,  of  Ringcroft 
Street,  Holloway,  lo  recover  damages  for  breach  of  contract. 
They  asked  for  1,000?.  The  plaintiffs'  case  was  that  in  the 
early  part  of  1888  they  were  desirous  of  advertising  their 
cherry-blossom  perfume  by  means  of  the  exhibition  of  a 
balloon  shaped  like  a  bottle  of  that  scent,  and  that  the 
balloon  which  they  commissioned  the  defendant's  firm  to 
make  was  defective.  They  said  the  balloon  was  to  carry 
three  passengers,  whose  fares  were  to  recoup  some  of  the 
expense.  Further,  they  said  the  defendatt's  firm  <^i<^.j'0' 
make  arrangements  with  regard  to  exhibitions,  as  provided 
for  in  the  contract.  The  defendant  denied  that  l;e  was  a 
member  of  his  late  father's  firm  when  the  contract  was 
entered  into,  and  alleged  that  the  balloon  was  not  defective 
in  any  respect.  As  to  the  exhibitions,  he  said  plaintiffs  did 
not  cirry  out  their  part  of  the  arrangements. 

His  Loidsbip  gave  jut^gment  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 


Adulterated  Saffron. 
The  case  against  Charles  Mantell,  chem'st  and  druggist, 
21  Cregoe  Stieet,  for  selling  adulterated  saffron,  carno  before 
the  Birmingham  mngistratcs  again  on  May  27.  Ihe  case 
had  been  adjourned  in  order  that  the  defendant  might  com- 
munioate  with  the  wholesale  house  who  supplied  him  wita 
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the  saffron,  and  that  a  sample  taken  from  a  bladder  might 
be  analysed.  I^Ir.  Bell  said  the  sample  thus  taken  was  of 
the  same  nature  and  substance  as  that  taken  from  the  bottle. 
The  defendant  contended  that  he  paid  a  good  price  for  the 
saffron,  and  that  he  sold  it  in  the  same  condition  as  he 
bonsht  it.  The  Bench  said  they  were  satisfied  there  was  no 
moral  neglect  on  the  defendant's  part.  The  public,  however, 
must  be  protected,  and  defendant  might  have  protected 
himself  by  obtaining  a  guarantee  from  the  firm  from  which 
he  bought  the  saffron.  They  would,  however,  take  all  the 
circumstances  into  consideration,  and  only  impose  a  fine  of 
ZQs.  and  costs. 


MoBE  Seidliiz  rowDEE  Oases. 

On  Saturday,  at  the  Lesdcn  and  Winstree  (Suffolk)  Petty 
Sessions,  William  Isaac  Osborne,  grocer,  of  Wellington 
Street,  Brightlingsea,  was  summoned  for  having  sold  to  Supt. 
Ackers  a  bos  of  seidlitz  powders  which  were  not  of  the 
required  quality  and  substance,  according  to  the  British 
Pharmaoopceia.  Supt.  Ackers,  who  visited  defendant's  shop 
on  May  19,  after  purchasing  J  lb.  of  coffee,  which  he  told 
defendant  he  required  for  analysis,  also  bought  a  dozen 
seidlitz  powders  for  the  same  purpose.  The  report  of  the 
analyst  stated  that  the  powders  did  not  appear  to  be  genuine 
seidlitz  powders,  according  to  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Mr. 
Osborne  gave  evidence  that  he  had  received  a  warranty  from 
the  person  from  whom  he  bought  the  powders.  That  removed 
all  responsibility  from  him.  He  purchased  them  from  Mr. 
C.  King,  of  18  Bramford  Road,  Ipswich,  who  wrote  him : — 
"  The  powders  I  sent  you  are  as  pure  and  genuine  as  I  can 
buy  them ;  they  contain  nothing  injurious."  The  Bench 
dismissed  the  case,  the  Chairman  remarking  that  they  were 
satisfied  that  defendant  had  no  guilty  knowledge. — John 
Cannon,  a  grocer,  of  Brightlingsea,  was  charged  with  a 
similar  offence  in  regard  to  six  seidlitz  powders.  Defendant 
said  he  did  not  usually  sell  seidlitz  powders,  but  a  dozen  had 
been  sent  to  him  by  mistake.  He  was  ordered  to  pay  costs, 
but  was  acquitted  by  the  Bench  "  of  any  intention  to 
defraud." 


The  Dispbnseb's  Salabt. 

The  adjourned  case  of  Naggs  v.  Davenport  came  before 
Judge  Baylev  in  the  Westminster  County  Court  on  Monday. 
The  plaintiff  sought  to  recover  four  weeks'  salary  at  an 
agreed  rate  of  4J  guineas  a  week  for  services  rendered  in 
taking  charge  of  a  dispensary  at  Eltham  duiing  the  .absence 
of  the  defendant.  The  plaintiff  said  he  was  engaged  by  the 
wife  of  the  defendant  ta  look  after  the  dispensary  for  four 
weeks,  during  the  absence  of  the  defendant,  at  a  salary 
of  4J  guineas  a  week.  He  carried  out  his  instruc- 
tions to  the  best  of  his  ability,  but  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness done  was  very  small,  and  during  the  whole  time  he  was 
there  the  receipts  only  amounted  to  about  51,  out  of  which 
sum  he  had  to  purchase  drugs,  as  there  were  hardly  any  in 
stock.  When  the  defendant  returned  he  (plaintiff)  rendered 
him  an  account  of  the  income  and  expenditure,  and  he  ex- 
pressed his  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  the  busi- 
ness had  been  carried  on,  but  expressed  regret  that  he  was 
not  then  prepared  to  pay  the  wages  due.  To  subsequent 
applications  he  had  returned  evasive  excuses.  The  defence 
was  that  the  plaintiff  bad  never  rendered  an  account  of  the 
moneys  received  by  him,  and  that  he  had  neglected  the 
patients,  and  consequently  the  business  had  suffered.  It  was 
absurd  for  the  plaintiff  to  say  that  during  the  whole  t  ime  he 
was  in  charge  the  receip  s  of  the  business  only  amounted  to 
51.  If  the  case  was  adjourned,  his  (defendant's)  wife  would 
attend,  and  would  disprove  the  statements  made  by  the 
plaintiff. 

His  Honour  adjourned  the  case  for  the  attendance  of  the 
wife. 


The  Vet.  and  the  Sick  Doa. 

At  the  Liverpool  County  Court,  on  May  25,  Joseph  Walton 
and  Andrew  M'Master,  cxccuiora  of  T.  G.  Procter,  deceased, 
sued  0.  Meyer,  of  Garmojlo  Street,  for  Zl.  lis.  for  pro- 
fessional services  by  the  deceased  in  "  visiting  your  dog, 
medicine,  and  dressing  for  skin,  physic,  ointment,  attend- 


ance, and  keep  of  dog  from  October  14  to  November  18. 
1890." 

Mr.  H.  Christian  Jones  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr. 
Quilliam  represented  the  defecdant. 

From  the  evidence  it  appeared  that  in  October,  1890,  the 
defendant's  dog  was  entrusted  to  the  deceased,  who  was  a 
veterinary  surgeon,  to  cure  it  of  a  skin  disease,  and  the 
amount  sued  for  was  in  respect  of  professional  services 
rendered  to  the  dog. 

In  cross-examination  of  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  Quilliam  a^ked 
if  a  bargain  had  not  been  made  to  cure  the  dog  for  10*.,  on 
the  kill  or  cure  system? — The  -i-itness  did  not  know. 

Mr.  Quilliam  :  Did  you  care  the  dog  ? — Witness  :  No. 

Mr.  Quilliam  :  Did  you  kill  it  ? — No  reply. 

Mr.  Quilliam  :  Then  this  is  a  case  of  "  throwing  physic  to 
the  dogs."   (Laughter  ) 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  Quilliam  stated  that  the  defendant 
made  a  bargain  with  the  deceased  to  cure  his  dog  for  10».  in 
a  week ;  at  the  end  of  the  week  the  deceased  said  the 
animal  was  improving,  and  asked  defendant  to  leave  it  for 
another  week.  This  went  on  for  live  or  six  weeks,  when  the 
animal  was  returned  as  incurable,  and  was  so  weak  that  it 
had  to  be  taken  home  in  a  cab.  The  dog  was  given  to  a 
publican,  who  cured  it  of  all  disease  in  eight  days  at  the 
cost  of  lO^d.  (Laughter.) 

Evidence  was  given  in  support  of  this  statement,  one 
witness  creating  great  amusement  by  giving  the  following 
prescription,  which  he  assured  the  Judge  was  a  never-failing 
specific  for  the  mange:— lb.  of  black  sulphur,  at  a  cost  of 
Hd. ;  1  pint  of  train  oil,  3^d. ;  2  drachms  of  creosote,  2d. ; 
2  oz.  of  Venus  turpentine,  id  ;  total,  lO^d. 

The  Judge  found  for  the  plaintiffs  for  11.,  being  10s.  the 
bargain,  and  2s.  a  week  for  the  dog's  food  afterwards. 


The  Institute  of  Chemistet  in  Coubt. 

In  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  on  Tuesday,  before  th& 
Lord  Chief  Justice  and  a  speaial  jury,  Mr.  William  Johnstone, 
analytical  and  consulting  chemist,  appeared  as  the  plaintiff^ 
in  an  application  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants. 
Dr.  Tilden,  the  President,  and  the  Council  of  the  Institolaof 
Chemistry  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  from  excluding  him 
from  membership  of  the  Institute,  and  removing  his  name 
from  the  register  of  fellows,  which  they  had  done  upon  a 
charge  of  unprofessional  conduct.  When  the  case  was  called. 
Mr.  Jelf,  Q.C  ,  who  represented  the  plaintiff,  said  the  Conit. 
would  not  be  troubled  with  the  case.  He  had  pointed  out  to 
his  client  that  by  its  charter  the  Institute  had  large  powers 
in  dealing  with  the  conduct  of  its  members.  On  the  |.  art  of 
the  plaintiff  he  wished  to  admit  that  the  defendants  had 
acted  in  good  faith  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the 
Institute.  The  Solicitor-General  would  slate  that  the  action 
of  the  Institute  was  founded  entirely  on  their  view  of  the 
professional  conduct  of  the  plaintiff  upon  a  single  occasion, 
and  involved  no  imputation  upon  his  professional  capacity  or 
personal  character.  The  plaintiff  would  undertake  not  to 
use  the  title  of  fellow  or  member  of  the  Institute  in  the 
future.  He,  therefore,  asked  that  the  record  might  be  with- 
drawn and  no  further  proceedings  taken  between  the  parties. 

The  Solicitor- General,  Q.C.  (Mr.  Boydell  Houghton  with 
him),  for  the  defendants,  in  assenting  to  what  bad  been 
stated  by  Mr.  Jelf,  said  that  the  Institute  were  anxious  t» 
state  that  their  action  cast  no  imputation  upon  the  profes- 
sional capacity  or  personal  character  of  the  plaintiff. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORTS. 


He  West  &  Bbay,  237  Blaokfriars  Road,  S.E.,  Chemists' 
Sundrymen,  &c. 

The  creditors  under  this  failure  held  a  general  meeting  at 
the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  last  Friday,  before  Mr.  A. 
H.  Wildy,  Onicial  Keceivcr.  The  debtor  failed  recently  with 
liabilities  771/.  14«.  3d.,  ranking  .-igainst  assets  valued  at 
1851.  15s.  9d.  Tlio  Chairman  announced  that  the  meeting 
had  been  convened  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  trustee 
and  committee  of  inspection  to  administer  the  estate. 
Mr.  Barnett  proposed  Mr.  R.  J.  Stubbs,  118  Newgate  Street, 
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E.G.,  printer,  for  the  post  of  trustee,  at  a  remuneration  to  be 
fixed  hereafter  by  a  committee  oE  inspeclion  to  be  appointed 
by  the  general  oody  of  creditors.  lathe  course  of  a  dis- 
cussion that  ensued  an  opinion  was  expressed  that  other 
creditors  ought  to  be  enabled  to  prove  against  the  estate 
and  have  a  voice  in  the  trustee's  appointment,  and  eventually 
having  that  point  in  view,  the  Chairman  adjourned  the  pro- 
ceedings for  a  week. 

The  debtors  attended  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater's  sitting  on 
Tuesday  last  for  their  adjourned  examination; 

Mr.  C.  A.  Pope,  Assistant  Receiver,  explained  that  the  first 
meeting  of  creditors  had  been  held  over  with  a  view  to  the 
appointment  of  a  trustee,  and  applied  for  a  sitting  to  be 
fixed  at  a  subsequent  date  for  the  further  examination  of  the 
debtors. 

His  Honour  ordered  the  case  to  stand  over  until  June  21. 


Be  Edwin  Bubgess,  late  of  117  High  Holborn,  Patent- 
medicine  Vendor. 

A  PETITION  agiinst  the  debtor's  estate  was  presented  at 
the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  Tuesday  last  by  Mr.  J.  B. 
Purchase,  acting  on  behalf  of  creditors,  and  the  usual 
receiving  order  was  made  the  same  day  by  Mr.  Registrar 
Brougham.  The  present  address  of  the  debtor  is  unknown 
by  the  petitioning  creditors,  and  no  particulars  transpired  as 
to  the  amount  of  the  assets  or  liabilities. 


Re  Joe  Todd,  Carlisle,  Chemist. 

The  summary  and  observations  have  now  been  issued  by 
the  OflScial  Receiver  under  this  bankruptcy.  The  summary 
of  accounts  shows  gross  liabilities  amounting  to  2,907^.,  of 
which  636Z.  is  expected  to  rank  against  the  estate  for 
dividend.  The  assets  are  estimated  to  show  a  surplus  of 
2,271Z. 

The  debtor  says  he  does  not  consider  himself  to  be  in- 
solvent, but  he  has  filed  his  petition  on  account  of  his  dis- 
misE.-il  without  notice  from  the  managing  directorship  of 
Joe  Todd  (Limited),  his  assets  being  locked  up  in  the 
company. 

It  appears  from  the  report  and  observations  of  the  Official 
Receiver  that  the  receiving  order  wjts  made  upon  the  debtor's 
own  petition,  owing  to  three  creditois  having  obtained  judg- 
ment against  him. 

He  commenced  business  as  a  chemist  at  HuddersBeld, 
with  a  capital  of  200Z.,  in  1856.  He  remained  in  Hndders- 
field  a  little  over  a  year,  and  in  February,  1857,  removed  to 
Carlisle,  and  started  business  in  Botchergate.  He  states 
that  he  then  had  no  free  capital,  but  his  stock,  fixtures,  and 
furniture  were  worth  about  130i.  In  1871  he  opened  another 
shop  in  English  Street,  Carlisle,  which  he  carried  on  until  the 
end  of  1890,  whsn  the  business  was  turned  into  a  limited 
liability  company,  under  the  style  of  Joe  Todd  (Limited). 
It  was  part  of  the  arrangement  that  the  debtor  should  be 
managing  director  and  secretary,  at  a  salary  of  250Z.  per 
annum,  and  it  was  also  part  of  the  arrangement  that  the 
debtor  should  hold  at  least  2,500Z.  in  deferred  shares  in  the 
company  for  that  period.  Notwithst  jnding  the  arrangement 
was  for  debtor  tD  act  as  managing  director  and  secretary  for 
seven  years,  the  directors  in  March  last  dismissed  him,  and 
on  April  29  he  issued  a  writ  against  the  company  for 
damages  and  unlawful  dismissal.  He  claimed  2,000Z.  Prior 
to  the  formation  of  the  company  two  accountants  were  em- 
ployed, who  repoited  that  the  net  profits  amounted  to  601i. 
per  annum  for  the  four  years  ending  December,  1889.  The 
debtor  estimatss  the  prolts  for  the  last  year  he  was  in  busi- 
ness—viz.,  1890  — amounted  to500Z.  There  is  no  prospect  of 
the  debtor's  est  imate  of  his  assets  being  realised,  especially 
with  regard  to  his  claim  against  the  company. 


Re  John  Silver,  Lansdowne  Road,  Croydon,  Patent- 
medicine  Manufacturer. 

The  following  circular  has  been  issued  to  the  creditors 
in  this  matter  : —

The  meeting  of  creditors,  convened  by  the  above  cir- 
cular, was  duly  held  on  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Public 
Hall,  Croydon,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Wadey,  when  a 
statement  of  affairs  was  submitted  showing  the  following 
liabilities  :— Liabilities  to  firms  of  printers,  &c.,302Z  10s  ■ 
to  newspapers,  &c.,  for  advertising,  146^.  2«.  IQd.;  other 
firms,  61i.  Os.  Id. ;  to  cash  creditors,  unsecured.  3icf.  The 
total  unsecured  liabilities  amounted  to  about  800^.,  in  addi- 
tion to  which  there  were  fully  secured  creditors  amounting 
to  4,710Z.  10*.  The  assets  were  estimated  to  produce  155Z.  ; 
but  owing  to  the  debtor's  brother-in-law  holding  a  bill  of 
sale  over  the  debtor's  stock-in-trade,  &c.,  for  150Z.,  they  were 
practically  nil.  There  was  an  estimated  surplus  of  289Z. 
from  securities  in  the  hands  of  fully  secured  creditors,  bu1> 
as  the  mortgagees  had  taken  possession  of  the  properties, 
there  was  not  much  hope  of  obtaining  anything  from  that 
source. 

The  Chairman  stated  he  received  a  letter  from  the  debtor, 
dated  April  30,  in  which  he  said  that,  owing  to  the  recent 
actions  at  the  Croydon  County  Court,  and  the  harsh  remarka 
made  by  the  Registrar  respecting  him,  he  had  decided  to 
seek  a  higher  tribunal,  where  he  hoped  to  obtain  justice.  On 
Sonday,  May  1,  the  debtor's  hat,  coat,  and  small  hand-bag 
were  found  on  London  Bridge  at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  although  no  further  trace  of  the  debtor  had  been  found, 
the  police  were  of  opinion  that  it  was  a  determined  case  of 
suicide.  Before  going  away  the  debtor  wrote  a  brief  history 
of  his  career,  from  which  it  appeared  he  had  spent  about 
3,000^.  in  printing  and  advertising  and  bringing  his  pills  and 
oil  before  the  public.  He  further  stated  that  in  the  summer 
of  1887  he  had  a  good  business,  and  a  balance  at  the  bank  of 
about  700Z.  About  that  time  his  business-premises  were 
sold  over  his  head,  and  the  new  landlord  increased  the  rent 
by  Ibl.  per  annum.  The  sale  of  his  premises  had  an  effect 
upon  his  customers  with  the  result  that  several  of  the  best  of 
them  left  him:  it  also  icjared  his  credit  with  the  wholesale: 
houses.  Under  those  circumstances  he  was  induced  to  pur- 
chase other  premises  in  Wickham,  Hants.  At  first  he  in- 
tended to  carry  on  business  at  the  new  premises  ;  tut,  as  he 
was  afraid  the  former  shop  might  be  opened  by  the  landlord 
in  opposition,  he  decided  to  carry  on  business  at  both  shops. 
His  business  then  was  mostly  on  credit,  and  required  a  large 
capital.  He  subsequently  purchased  both  the  shops,  which 
caused  him  to  become  rather  short  of  capital,  so  he  decided 
to  sell  the  business  as  he  found  there  was  no  prospect  of 
further  increasing  it.  He  then  started  the  patent-medicine 
business,  with  the  result  that,  after  trading  for  eighteen- 
months,  he  had  been  reduced  to  insolvency  simply  through 
lack  of  capital.  During  that  period  he  had  sold  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  pills  and  oil,  and  the  sales  were  steadily 
increasing.  The  debtor  further  stated  that  if  anything  had 
occurred  which  was  not  as  it  ought  to  be,  it  was  not  his  fault 
but  through  stress  of  circumstances.  His  first  mistake  was- 
purchasing  property  before  he  was  ready  for  it,  and  he  bad 
also  advertised  in  papers  that  brought  in  no  business.  How- 
ever, it  had  always  been  his  motto  to  die  or  conquer.  He 
had  sunk  a  great  deal  of  money  in  the  business  without  any 
apparent  result,  although,  of  course,  he  had  created  a  certain 
amount  of  goodwill.  It  he  could  have  gone  on  for  another 
twelve  months  the  goodwill  of  his  business  would  have  been 
worth  three  times  as  much  as  it  was  at  present.  He  had 
established  300  agencies,  and  many  of  them  were  very 
successful.  He  bad  developed  a  small  business  into  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  town  of  Wickham ;  he  had,  in  fact, 
increased  it  fourfold,  and  he  had  hoped  to  develop  his  pre- 
sent business  in  a  similar  way.  The  debtor  bad  also  written 
his  wife  a  letter,  in  which  he  stated  that,  owing  to  his  having 
been  hounded  by  his  creditors,  he  had  determined  to  make 
away  with  himself,  as  he  could  not  face  his  present  difficul- 
ties any  longer.  A  long  discussion  ensued,  in  the  course  of 
which  the  debtor's  brother-in-law  was  asked  if  he  intended 
to  make  nny  offer  of  composition  to  the  creditors,  and  on  his 
stating  his  inability  to  carry  on  the  business,  even  if  ho  did 
so,  it  was  decided  to  let  matters  take  their  own  course,  as 
none  of  the  creditors  present  seemed  disposed  to  » 
petition  in  bankruptcy,  owing  to  there  being  no  available 
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assets.  A  letter  was  read  from  one  of  the  largest  creditors, 
expression  regret  at,  the  debtor's  position,  and  askiug  him 
■to  remember  him  again  when  he  was  in  a  position  to  order 
further  goods.  The  meeting  was  then  closed,  no  decision 
being  arrived  at,  as  most  of  tlie  creditors  thought  it  un- 
advisable  to  throw  good  money  after  bad,  and  were  of 
opinion  that  their  debts  had  better  bo  written  oil  their 
books. 

Alter  the  meeting  at  the  Public  Hall  the  principal  credi- 
tors adjourned  to  the  deotor's  warehouse,  and,  after  looking 
tbi  jugh  the  books  and  stock,  decided  to  leave  the  matter  in 
the  bands  ot  Mr.  T.  K.  Binsted  (Attwood,  Binsted  &  Co., 
171  Queen  Victoria  Street,  E.G.)  witli  a  view  to  his  en- 
deavouiingto  find  a  purchaser  of  the  goodwill,  4:o.,  and  in 
order  that  something  might  be  done  for  the  benefit  of  tho 
^eneiul  body  of  creditors.

Cleabixg  Pepsin  Solutioss. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Wearn  informs  the  Pharmaceutical  Record 
that  he  has  found  in  mills  sugar  an  agent  that  clarities  the 
most  concentrated  solution  of  pepsin  and  makes  filtration 
rapid.  He  simply  triturates  one  part  of  pure  pepsin  with 
two  parts  of  milk  sugar,  gradually  adding  the  solvenc  liquid. 
The  action  of  the  agent  is  purely  mechanical. 

Cough-drops. 

a.  Take  1  oz.  of  star  anise  (in  powder),  1  oz.  of  Iceland 
moss,  2  oz.  oE  mullein  flowers  Z  oz.  of  ISnglish  or  German 
chamomile  and  3  quarts  of  water.  Make  a  decoction  of  the 
above  ingredients,  reduce  it  to  3  pints  on  the  fire,  stirring  it 
occasionally:  then  strain  and  press  oflE  the  liquid.  Take 
1  quart  of  this  decoction  in  6  lbs.  of  granulated  loaf  sugar; 
cook  it  to  the  hard  "  crack  " ;  then  pour  it  on  a  greased 
marble  slab,  and,  when  cool  enough,  turn  in  the  edges,  and 
cut  the  batch  into  small  square  tablets,  or  fold  it  in  a  mass, 
and  run  it  through  a  drop-machine. 

h.  Take  2  oz.  oE  bruised  or  chipped  licorice-root,  1  oz.  of 
Iceland  moss,  1  oz.  of  bone-set,  2  oz.  of  marshmallow- 
root,  chipped ;  J  cz.  of  hops.  Make  a  decoction  of  these 
with  2  quarts  of  water ;  boil  them  together  in  a  porcelain- 
lined  vessel  for  twenty  minutes,  or  until  the  water  is  reduced 
to  one-halt;  let  them  stand  covered  till  cold;  then  strain  and 
press  off  the  liquid  through  a  hair  sieve.  To  each  pint  of  the 
liquor  add  2  lb?,  of  sugar;  place  on  the  fire,  and  stir  till  the 
sugar  is  dissolved  ;  add  a  toaspoonful  of  cream  of  tartar,  and 
cook  to  the  hard  "  crack  ;  "  pour  it  upon  a  greased  marble 
slab,  and  when  sufficiently  cold,  turn  in  the  edges  and  fold 
the  batch  into  a  mass,  and  run  it  through  a  drop-machine. —

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THE  NEW  MINOR  EXA.MINA.TION. 


A  OONTnABT. 

SINCE  the  new  regulations  for  the  Minor  examination 
have  come  into  force,  there  has  been  ample  evidence  of 
their  giviop  much  satisfaction  to  all  concerned.  Thij  is 
gratifying,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  percentage  of  failures 
in  Kdinburgh  and  London  is  decidedly  higher  than  last  year 
At  the  January  and  April  examinations  in  Kdinburgh  137 
candidates  were  examined,  and  of  these  63  failed,  or  46  per 
cent.,  as  compared  with  43  per  cent,  in  1891.  At  the 
February  and  April  examinations  in  London  206  candidates 
have  been  examined,  and  of  these  123  or  61  per  cent,  failed. 
Last  year  the  failures  amounted  to  58  per  cent.  The  increase 
of  3  per  cent,  of  failures  at  each  centre  may  bo  considered  in 
a  favourable  light,  for  it  clearly  indicates  that  students  have 
adapted  themselves  with  commendable  smartness  to  the  new 
order  of  things,  and  it  is,  further,  an  indication  that  the  old 
method  of  examination  was  not  so  imperfect  for  keeping 
back  improperly  educated  and  trained  men  as  it  was  asserted. 

The  figures  also  bring  into  relief  the  remarkable  difference 
between  the  results  at  the  two  centres.  This  is  no  new  thing, 
and  it  is  perfectly  well  understood  that  the  preliminary 
training  of  the  candidates  rather  than  difference  in  the 
examinations  is  at  the  bottom  of  this.  It  so  happens 
that  the  receipt  of  descriptions  of  the  Eiiaburgh  and 
London  examinations  by  candidates  who  were  there  last 
month  gives  us  an  opportunity  of  contrasting  the  two 
examinations ;  and  it  will  be  seen  that  this  contrast  is  not 
unprofitable,  for  it  reveals  the  fact  that  the  Edinburgh 
examination  is  decidedly  more  searching  than  the  London 
one.    First  in  regard  to

What 
is  nitric  oxide  like  7  What  took  place  when  exposed  to  air, 
and  reason  7  What  gas  is  formed  in  making  nitric  anhydride, 
by  the  action  of  dry  chlorine  on  argentic  nitrate  7  The 
following  calculation  was  then  given :  —A  volume  of  gas 
measured  550  c.c,  at  10°  0.  and  760  mm.  pressure.

Edinburgh  — VLvk-i  to  recognise  and  give  N.O.,  active  prin- 
ciples, habitats  of  cevadilla,  belladonna-root,  soap-bark,  pinus, 
larix  [was  it  not  coto  bark— howdistinguish  them?],  gamboge, 
croton-seed,  calendula-flowers  [were  they  complete  flowers  ?], 
barberry-bark,  gaaiaoum  resin,  cantharides,  gentian,  tarax- 
acum, liquorice,  and  a  few  more.  I  had  also  to  tell  him 
what  oflicial  preparations  most  entered  into.  \_Examiner, 
Mr.  Gibson.]

Went  on  from  fixed  oils  to  oleic  acid, 
and  B  P.  source.  Give  properties  and  pharmaceutical  uses  of 
glycerine.  Asked  strength  of  acidnm  hydrocyanicum,  B  P., 
and  if  it  was  2  per  cent,  by  weight,  and  finished  with 
strengths  of  a  few  B  P.  preparations.  {^Examiner,  Mr.  Tanner  ] 

Edinburgh. — Was  asked  to  recognise  the  preparations  on 
the  table— viz.,  tr.  card,  co.,  tr.  opii.,  tr.  camph.  co.,  pulv.  rhei 
CO.,  and  pulv.  glycyrrhizaj  CO.  Was  only  asked  the  composi- 
tion of  the  last — how  was  it  made  ?— this  leading  up  to  various 
questions  on  sieves.  Was  then  asked  mode  of  preparing 
€Xt.  cinchon.  liq.,  ext.  cascara  liq.  and  solid,  and  the  green  ex- 
tracts. Strength  of  liq.  hyd.  perchlor.  Solubility  and  doses  of 
fayd.  perohlor.  and  acid,  boric.  What  was  an  emulsion  ?  Best 
«mnls\fying  agents,  with  various  questions  on  them.  Why 
were  infusions  of  chiretta,  quassia,  and  calumba  made  at 
•different  temperatures  to  the  rest  ?  What  did  I  mean  by  a 
glucoside  and  an  alkaloid  ?  Give  examples  of  each.  How 
was  ether  made  ?  Specific  gravity — did  I  know  of  any  besides 
•735  and  -720  ?  How  was  chloroform  made  7 — could  the  methyl- 
ate^  readily  be  distinguished  from  the  other  ?  Had  I  ever 
tised  any  other  kind? — did  I  find  any  difference  in  it  ?  How 
were  tr.  cannab.  indie,  tr.  zingib.  fort.,  and  tr.  opii  made, 
and  their  strengths?  Strengths  of  pil.  plumbi  c.  opio,  prussic 
acid,  aq.  lanrocerasi,  and  a  few  doses  concluded  this  exami- 
nation.   [^Examiner,  Mr.  Boa.] 

Pbksceiption-beading. 

London. — Mr.  Greenish  took  me  on  Latin  and  prescription- 
reading,  and  then  gave  me  a  good  drilling  in  doses. 

Edinburglt. — Mr.  Kinninmont  gave  me  seven  or  eight  pre- 
scriptions to  read  in  full  Latin,  and  giving  doses  of  several 
potent  drugs,  as  hyd.  bichlor,  hyd.  chlor.,  arsenic,  strychnine, 
&c.    I  had  to  write  out  the  following  in  Latin  : — 

Solation  of  citrate  of  bismuth  and  ammonia  i  oz. 

Prussic  acid  24  drs, 

Syrup  of  ginger   4  oz. 

Water  to   6  „ 

A  dessertspoonful  thrice  daily,  after  meals,  in  a  glassful  of  water. 

Both  the  candidates  passed,  and  both  speak  in  highly  com- 
plimentary terms  of  their  examiners. 

They  are  thinking  about  putting  legislative  restrictions 
npon  Bourse  speculation  in  Germany,  and  a  commission  has 
been  appointed  to  investigate  the  working  of  the  speculative 
system.  Dr.  Jobst,  of  Stuttgart,  a  son  of  the  late  founder 
of  the  Stuttgart  Quinine- works,  has  been  appointed  a  mem- 
ber  of  the  commission. 

Masgbovb  Tannin. — The  mangrove  (_Rhizoj>hora  mangle), 
<sommon  to  the  tropical  seas  around  the  globe,  attains  in 
Jamaica  a  surprising  height.  Near  Port  Morant  are  large 
jungles,  where  the  trees  attain  a  height  of  at  least  sixty  feet 
Dr.  Rothrock,  who  has  recently  visited  the  West  Indies  on 
behalf  of  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  calls  attention 
to  possible  tannin-prodnotion  from  the  mangrove.  No  tree 
in  North  America,  he  says,  at  all  approaches  the  mangrove 
in  the  percentage  of  tannin  it  contains.  That  the  tree 
«hould  have  remained  so  long  unutilised  is  due  to  the  diffi 
oulty  of  obtaining  its  tannin  free  from  colouring  matter, 
Dr.  Rothrock  thinks  that  in  the  near  future,  owing  to  ex 
haustion  of  other  tannin-producing  trees,  the  arts  will  be 
forced  to  draw  upon  the  mangrove,  even  if  an  Improved 
chemistry  is  not  able  to  free  It  from  this  objectionable 
colour.  The  natives  obtain  a  red-brown  dye  from  the  bark 
by  simply  steeping  it  in  water. 


EVERYDAY  TE.STING  OF  DRUGS  AND  CHEMICALS.

BARNARD  PROUTOR,  in  the  preface  to  his  "Manual  of 
Pharmaceutical  Testing  "  says  :    "  Every  pharmacist 
should  test  his  chemicals  occasionally  to  see  that  their 
quality  is  up  to  the  required  standard."    But  I  think  that 
with  us  in  Australia,  with  the  sources  from  which  our 
wholesale  dealers  draw  their  supplies  constantly  changing, 
something  more  is  necessary,  and  that  it  is  desirable  to  form 
a  habit  of  subjecting  to  examination  every  parcel  of  drags 
and  chemicals  before  it  is  received  into  stock.    I  do  not 
mean  that  each  chemical  should  be  quantitatively,  or  even  in 
some  cases  qualitatively  analysed,  as  that  would  be  quite 
unnecessary  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  we  want 
to  know  as  practical  pharmacists — namely.  Is  the  article 
that  which  was  ordered,  and  is  it  fit  for  use  at  the  dispensing 
counter?    And  having  given  an  answer  to  this,  it  is  in 
many  cases  better  and  simpler  to  reject  that  which  is  faulty 
than  to  make  an  exact  analysis  and  allow  for  deficiencies. 
My  experience  is  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  articles, 
such  as  a  porcelain  crucible,  separating  funnel,  and  the  like, 
everything  necessary  can,  as  a  rule,  be  found  at  or  near  the 
dispensing  counter,  and  I  do  not  think  the  little  time 
necessary  can  be  better  spent  than  in  ascertaining  that  we 
are  really  fit  to  hold  our  positions  as  in  part  guardians  of 
the  public  health  and  the  suppliers  of  better  and  purer 
articles  than  it  is  possible  for  the  general  public  to  obtain 
at  a  grocer's  store.    I  believe  that  if  the  examination  of 
materials  in  daily  use  at  the  dispensing  counter  became  more 
general,  and  care  was  taken  to  impress  upon  the  public  that 
such  a  course  was  adopted,  the  reputation  of  the  chemist 
and  druggist  would  be  greatly  enhanced.    He  also  will  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  he  is  doing  everything 
possible  to  guard  against  mistakes  in  the  supply  of  materials 
to  him  and  by  him,  as  to  my  own  knowledge  there  have 
been  such  made  as  that  of  sending  P.  Ammonii  Nitrat.  for 
P.  Sodii  Nitrat.,  Sodii  Sulph.  Exsiccat  for  Mag.  Sulph. 
Exsiccat,  &c. 

Some  months  ago  I  began  a  systematic  investigation  of 
every  parcel  of  drugs  and  chemicals  that  entered  my  shop. 
In  the  case  of  organic  materials,  such  as  roots,  barks,  leaves, 
and  the  like,  to  see  that  their  physical  characters  were  what 
they  ought  to  be,  and  in  that  of  organic  and  inorganic 
chemical  salts  the  application  of  a  few  generally  simple  tests 
was  enough  to  declare  whether  the  sample  under  examination 
was  sufficiently  pure  to  be  admitted  into  a  retail  establish- 
ment for  general  use.  I  have  found  that  this  can  be  easily 
and  readily  done  without  interference  with  my  usual  business. 
The  advantages  of  such  a  course  are  obvious.  The  eye  is 
trained  to  habits  of  correct  observation,  manipulative  dex- 
terity is  acquired  in  the  use  of  apparatus,  and  if,  as  I  would 
suggest,  a  record  is  kept  of  the  work  done,  in  time  a  very 
valuable  synopsis  of  practical  chemistry  is  obtained,  and 
possibly  a  way  opened  for  an  original  research  which  may  be 
found  of  universal  benefit.  In  most  works  on  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  a  table  will  be  found  of  the  official  chemicals  with 
their  probable  impurities,  and  tests  for  the  same ;  but  I  have 
found  it  most  useful  to  make  a  condensed  table  for  ones 
self,  with  additional  columns  for  the  date  of  examination  of 
the  sample,  the  source  from  which  it  was  obtained,  the 
result  of  experiments  thereon,  and  the  inference  drawn. 

I  hope  that  before  many  years  are  over  we  shall  have  a 
B.P.  standard,  fixing  the  percentage  of  extractive  matter 
obtainable  from  all  our  liquid  pharmaceutical  products  ;  and 
this  will,  I  believe,  bo  one  more  step  in  the  direction  ot 
uniformity  in  dispensing,  and  to  a  certain  extent  do  aw-iy 
with  the  well-worn  complaint-"  The  mixture  you  made  up 
different  from  that  obtained  at  Mr.  Jones  &.  Such 
endeavoured  to  point  out,  carefully  and

THE    SALE    OF    POISONOUS  PRO- 
PRIETARY MEDICINES. 

The  proprietors  of  the  most  popular  of  the  so-called  patent 
medicines — generally  believed  to  contain  a  scheduled  poison — 
have  shown  themselves  fairly  ready  to  accept  the  effects  of 
the  magisterial  decision  in  reference  to  chlorodyne.  The 
medicines  of  this  kind,  which  are  now  labelled  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  are  Kay's  Essence  of 
Linseed,  Dr.  CoUis  Browne's  Chlorodyne,  Mrs.  Winslow's 
Soothing  Syrup,  and  Powell's  Balsam  of  Aniseed.    This  is  a 
fair  list  to  begin  with,  and  it  will  be  extended.    The  pro- 
prietors of  these  medicines  recognise  that  the  decision  in  the 
chlorodyne  case  involves  not  only  the  duty  on  themselves  of 
labelling  their  medicines  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  but 
also  the  requirement  that  the  articles  may  be  sold  by  regis- 
tered chemists  only.    They,  of  course,  are  not  responsible 
for  the  infraction  of  this  part  of  the  Act  by  unqualified 
vendors ;  but  we  must  do  them  the  justice  to  state,  as  the 
result  of  a  good  deal  of  conversation  with  representative 
men  on  the  Eubject,  that  they  are  inclined  to  view  with 
satisfaction  the  limitation  of  the  retail  trade  in  their 
products  to  chemists  and  druggists  if  they  can  feel  tolerably 
sure  that  they  will  have  fair  play,  and  will  not  be  sub- 
jected to    what    they    regard  as  unjust    attempts  at 
substitution  from  their  old,  but  of  late  somewhat  estranged, 
allies.    We  think  they  have  an  equitable  claim  to  generous 
treatment.   A  great  point  will  have  been  gained  if  it  can  be 
impressed  on  the  public  mind  that  a  certain  number  of

prominent  advertised  medicines  can  be  obtained  only  at 
■chemists'  shops. 

It  will  be  seen  from  our  correspondenca  section  that  the 
decision  is  exciting  mnch  attention  in  the  trade.    The  policy 
ot  making  it 'known  to  the  public  and  to  other  vendors 
through    local    new-pipers    by   discreet    letters  seems 
to  be  a    wisa  one,   and    it    is    one    which    we  hope 
to  sea  followed  np   by    decided    action    oa  the  part 
of  those  who  alone  can  give  full  effect  to  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  law  which  is  now  generally  adopted.  We 
have  never  advocated  histy  action  on  the  part  ot  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council.    We  have  persistently  supported  their 
policy  of  waiting  for  the  medical  authorities  and  the 
Government  to  take  the  first  step,  and  we  cannot  complain 
if  the  planning  of  the  campaign  has  only  been  relegated  to 
the  new  Council.    But  we  may  express  the  hope  that  this 
new  Council  will,  as  promptly  as  possible,  make  evident 
their  intention  to  carry  out  their  part  of  the  work  in  the 
undertaking  in  which  the  Treasury  has  led  the  way.  There 
is  some  reason  to  believe  that  the  advisers  of  the  Treasury  do 
not  feel  disposed  to  multiply  actions.    They  have  vindi- 
cated their  view  of  the  law  three  times  in  ten  years, 
and  they  may  fairly  say  that  it  is  not  their  fault  if  those 
particularly  concerned  will  not  proceed  on  the  path  they 
have  marked  out.     The  advice  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  not  now  show  itself  in  too  much  of  a 
hurry  to  take  advantage  of  the  position,  lest  it  should  teem 
to  be  actuated  by  mercenary  motives,  appears  to  us  to  be  a 
mistake.    It  will  always  be  liable  to  have  that  interpreta- 
tion put  upon  its  conduct,  no  matter  how  long  it  may  wait. 
If  it  is  to  be  asserted  that  poisonous  proprietary  medicines 
are  not  to  be  sold  by  unregistered  persons,  a  distinct  an- 
nouncement of  an  intention  to  enforce  the  Act  in  that 
respect,  and  a  few  suits,  if  necessary,  taken  while  the  Trea- 
sury prosecution  is  fresh  in  people's  memory,  will  be  the 
kindest,  as  well  as  the  most  effective  caurse  to  pursue.  The 
medicine  makers  and  vendors  are  expecting  such  action, 
and  will  submit  to  it  now  with  a  much  bstter  grace  than  a 
year  hence,  for  they  will  regard  it  as  a  part  of  a  deliberately 
organised  Government  proceeding,  which  it  will  not  be 
•worth  their  while  to  resist. 


PROFESSOR    ATTFIELD'S  PHARMA- 
COPCEIA  REPORT. 

■Of  Pharmacopoeia  revision  there  will  never  be  an  end. 
Either  criticism  is  flowing  from  the  militant  ranks  of 
pharmacy,  or  Professor  Attfield,  the  reporter  for  the  General 
Medical  Council,  is  picking  up  crumbs  of  proflt  from  current 
literature.  He  has  just  presented  to  the  Oouccil  his  sixth 
annual  collection  of  notes  on  "  the  progress  ot  pharmacy  in 
its  relation  to  the  future  revision  ot  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia," and  we  are  glad  to  learn  from  it  that,  during 
1391,  "  very  distinct  improvements  have  been  effacted  in 
quite  a  considerable  number  of  the  officially-recognised 
agencies  already  at  the  disposal  of  the  physician."  We  have 
also  the  comforting  assurance  that  no  further  change 
in  nomenclature  is  contemplated,  and  certainly  there  has 
been  no  expressed  wish  on  the  part  of  physicians  or  chemists 
and  druggists  for  any  alteration.  It  is  true  that  magnesium 
sulphate,  ferrous  chloride,  ferric  chloride  and  the  like  are 
more  modern  than  the  pharmacop:cial  names,  but,  as 
Professor  Attfield  points  out,  the  Latinising  ot  the  more 
modem  names  "  would  not  be  tolerated  by  practitioners,  and 
would  be  altogether  unaccompanied  by  any  advantage  at  all 
commensurate  with  the  trouble  involved  in  the  change." 
Habit  lingerB  long,  we  may  add,  and  "mag.  sulph."  will  ba 


mag.  sulph.  to  the  ondot  Iho  chapter.  In  this  connection 
Mr.  Joseph  Ince  objects  to  the  Insular  prejudice  which  makes 
us  retam  feminine  Latinity  for  salt  names—uch  as  MaonesH 
oarbonas  yonderota-and  maintains  tha-;  wo  should  have 
them  masculine.  Professor  Attlield  does  not  commit  himself 
on  this  point.  He  makes  a  useful  suggestion  iu  regard  to 
the  official  description  of  solution  ■  in  certain  cases.  Instead 
of  describing  such  compounds  as  carbonates,  &c  ,  as  being 
"soluble  in  acids,"  he  would  allude  to  them  as  being 
"decomposed  by  acids,  yielding  a  clear  solution,"  or  in  tome 
similar  phrase,  showing  the  novice  that  the  solution  of,  say, 
magnesium  sulphate  in  water  is  different  from  the  solution 
of  magnesium  carbonate  in  dilute  sulphurio  acid.  This 
change  will  not  commit  the  Pharmacopoeia  to  the  nomad- 
and-cowor  any  other  ot  those  solution  theories  which  are 
propounded  faster  than  PharmacopcBias  can  be  revised. 

Again,  it  happens  that  the  most  ciiticil  paragraphs  in 
the  report  deal  with  oflicial  synonyms.    Professor  Attfield 
apparently  favours  the  multiplicity  of  synonyms,  so  as  "  to 
promote  uniformity  in  the  potency  and  general  qualities  of 
raw  drugs  and  their  preparations."     He  recognises  that 
those  synonyms  which  are  of  "commercial  interest  only" 
should  not  receive  recognition.    So  far,  well.   We  have  pre- 
viously urged  that  this  is  a  matter  which,  being  mainly 
connected  with  trading,  representatives  ot  the  drug-trade 
should  have  the  settling  of,  and  we  are  pleased  to  note  that 
Professor  Attfield  now  takes  this  view,  for  he  says  that 
"  such  compilers  as  ttiose  named  in  the  prefatory  pages  of 
the  recently  issued  Addendum  would  have  no  practical 
difficulty  in  so  employing  both  chief  names  and  synonyms 
as  to  support,  without  hardship,  the  chief  object  of  the 
Pharmacopceia.  .  .  .  Under  their  scrutiny  a  few  proposed 
synonyms  may  not  bo  accepted,  while  others,  not.  yet;  pro- 
posed, may  be  included.    On  pharmacists  themselves  must 
lie  the  chief  responsibilities  of  this  matter."   To  begin  with, 
the  report  gives  us  the  dictum — "  Most  certa'nly  the  synonym? 
'lac  snlphuris,'  and  'milk  of  sulphur'  should  be  inserted 
in  the  next  British  Pharmacopoeia,  under  fiul2)hur  prtncipi- 
tatum."    Professor  Attfield  speaks  in  contemptuous  terms  of 
the  calcareous  milk  of  sulphur,  declares  that  he  has  evidence 
from  all  parts  ot  the  country  that  it  is  going  out  ot  use, 
and  would  only  permit  its  sale  as  "  milk  of  sulphur,  P.O., 
1746."    In  his  zeal  to  oust  an  old  friend  the  Professor 
adduces  a  rather  far-fetched  argument.    '•  At  present,"  he 
say.«,  "  no  foreigner  purchasing  •  milk  of  sulphur  '  in  Great 
Britain  can  be  sure  he  will  be  supplied  with  the  pure 
sulphur  to  which  alone  he  has  bsen  accustomed,  and  with 
which  alone  he  would  ba  supplied  in  every  other  country  in 
the  world,"    The  foreigner  is  an  interesting  individual  ;  but 
British  Poarmacopoeias  are  not  compiled  for  his  benefit. 
Certainly,  it  people  who  are  not  foreigners  will  insist  up"n 
getting  a  milk  ot  sulphur  which  mixes  readily,  retailers  will 
have  to  find  some  easy  means  of  supplying  them.    "  In 
Great  Britain,"  continues  the  reporter,  "  a  purchaser  may, 
for  '  milk  ot  sulphur '  get  one  thing  in  one  shop,  and  anothtr 
thing  in  another  shop.    This  confusion  may  be  avoided  by 
the  official  recognition  of  '  lac  snlphuris '  and  '  milk  of 
sulphur'   as  synonyms  for  Sidj'hur  jnaoijiitatum."  In 
other  words  the  introduction  of  a  synonym  into  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  creates  a  trading  standard.    This  is  a  prin- 
ciple which  the  trade  should  watch  very  closely ;  not  only 
watch,  they  should  have  a  direct  voica  in  fixing  the  standards. 

The  "Materia  Mcdica  and  Componnds "  section  ot  the 
report  contains  little  ot  Srst-r.ite  importance.  The  neces- 
sity for  careful  storage  ot  dilute  hydrocyanic  acid  is  em- 
phasised, and  the  fact  mentioned  that  a  solution  of  pure 
cyanide  ot  potassium  is  "  not  infrequently  prescribed  in 
place  ot  it. '    It  this  increases,  we  may  have  a  definite  sola- 
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tion  of  tho  cyanide  in  the  Pliarmaoopieia.  Hodgkin's  in- 
vestigation on  glacial  phosphoric  acid  is  noted,  and  the 
necessity  for  excluding  combined  amcaouiam  or  sodiam  i 
foreshadowed.  It  is  also  proposed  to  raise  the  record  o£  the 
melting-point  of  salicylic  acid  to  151"  C,  and  to  slightly 
alter  the  description  of  its  characters.  The  crilicisms  of 
two  years  ago  regarding  the  specilio  gravity  of  aromatic 
sulphur  acid  are  accepted,  and  the  propasal  made  to  raise 
the  standard  from  0  911,  which  is  erroneous,  to  0  925  which 
ia  correct.  The  necessity  is  also  recognised  of  making  the 
extracts  of  nus  vomica  aad  opium  of  constant  p\lular  con- 
sistence, and  pharmacists  are  asked  to  give  the  subject 
further  attention,  especially  in  regard  to  Conroy's  proposal. 
Moss's  work  on  the  extracts  of  cascara  sagrada  is  offloially 
blessed,  and  Conroy's  suggestion  to  alter  ext.  euonymi  siccam 
by  adding  the  sugar  of  milk  after  instead  oE  before  the  final 
evaporation  is  said  to  ba  "one  of  those  variations  in  official 
directions  that  are  so  slight  that  they  may  be  determined  by 
the  judgment  of  the  pharmacist,"  but  that  judgment  must 
not  carry  him  so  far  as  Squire's  suggestion  to  use  magnesia 
instead  of  sugar  of  milk.  "  This  merits  f  olnre  consideration, 
for  its  present  adoption  by  a  pharmacist  would  be  carrying 
the  application  of  an  expert's  judgment  perhaps  a  little  too 
far."  With  all  deference,  we  think  the  one  six  and  the  other 
half-a-dozen.  The  products  differ  in  appearance,  but  are  the 
same  in  action  as  the  Pharmacopceia  preparation.  Professor 
Attfield  next  mentions  Fernim  redactum  and  Fuge's  proposal 
to  estimate  the  free  iron  by  conversion  into  ferrous  sulphate 
and  titrating  with  bichromate ;  he  proposes  to  make  the 
specific  gravity  of  glycerine  1260,  and  to  ensure  freedom 
from  iron  ;  he  further  proposes  to  limit  the  age  of  GranatcB 
radicis  cortex,  by  means  of  Aweng's  test  ,  if  that  investigator's 
results  are  corroborated,  and  on  the  bases  of  Garrard's 
research  would  annul  the  official  restriction  compelling  the 
use  of  the  biennial  henbane- leaves  only.  Boa's  suggestion  to 
make  the  quantity  of  liquor  ammoniit  in  liquor  bismuthi 
2i  oz.  is  also  favoured,  and  so  is  his  suggestion  to  make  the 
liquor  with  recently  boiled  distilled  water.  The  reasonable- 
ness is  admitted  of  a  criticism  by  ourselves  as  to  whether 
"  linseed  reduced  to  powder  "  is  precise  enough  to  limit  the 
meaning  of  the  term  "linseed -meal"  to  the  crushed  linseed 
of  our  shops.  This  will  be  made  right  by  adding  the  words, 
"and  not  deprived  of  its  oil."  In  consequence  of  criti- 
cisms by  Duncan  and  Lothian  the  directions  for  liq.  cooain. 
hydrochlor.  will  be  slightly  altered,  so  as  to  exclude  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  wintergeen-odour  being  produced  by  decomposi- 
tion through  heat.  J,  O.  Dmney's  correction  of  the  dichroic 
test  for  physostigmine  is  approved,  and  among  adopted  sug- 
gestions we  may  also  place  the  following: — To  mass  pil.  asa- 
foet.  CO.  with  glycerine  (Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary, 
1886);  to  adopt  the  resin  of  PodophyUiim  Emodi— some 
time ;  to  ensure  a  constant  weight  for  supp.  morphince  c. 
sapone  ;  to  allow  tr.  quinicte  ammon.  after  mixing  to  stand 
three  or  four  days,  and  then  filter  ;  to  omit  Vinumferri  from 
the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  to  substitute  vin.  ferri  cit. ;  and  to 
call  oxide  of  zinc,  made  by  combustion,  Zinci  axidum  album. 
Professor  Attfield's  reasons  for  retaining  the  "  faintly 
yellowish  white "  oxide  would  be  of  interest.  This  oxide 
leads  to  confusion,  as  "  a  purchaser  may  get  one  thing  in  one 
shop,  and  another  thing  in  another  shop,"  very  few  indeed 
selling  the  "  other  thing,"  which,  in  this  case,  is  the  "  faintly 
yellowish  white  "  article. 

It  will  be  seen  that  no  radical  change  in  tho  characters  of 
official  medicines  is  proposed,  the  alterations  indicated  being 
mainly  for  the  purpose  of  bring  tho  Pharmacopojia  in  line 
with  fact  or  commercial  practice.  Tliis  is  the  gratifying 
feature  of  the  report.  Professor  Attfield  has  a  veneration  for 
the  great  book  which  is  under  his  charge,  and  which  repre- 


sents the  accumulated  experience  of  centuries.  In  his  rela- 
tion to  it  he  stands  on  the  defensive,  and  that  is  exactly  the 
position  which  commends  itself  to  the  great  majority  of  the 
followers  of  medicine  and  pharmacy. 


THE    RHUBARB  MARKET. 

Next  to  quinine  and  opium,  rhubarb  is  probably  the  most 
largely  used  medicinal  drug.  It  is  also  one  of  the  oldeet 
remedies  in  our  materia  medica,  yet  until  ;i  few  years  .-igo, 
when  the  Russian  explorer  PrjevfCski  broughttoSt.  Peterfburg, 
from  North-Western  Thibci,  a  number  of  the  plants  yielding 
certain  v.-irielies  of  rhubarb  known  to  commerce,  not  even 
the  botanical  origin  of  the  drug  waj  known.  Prjevalski'» 
plants  flourished  in  the  botanical  gardens  of  Si.  Peiersburg, 
and  were  declared  by  the  famous  botanitt  M.iximowicz  to  be 
the  genuine  Rheum  palmalum,  an  assertion  which  has  since 
been  contradicted  by  Dragendorff,  who  stated  that  the  dried 
root  obtained  from  Prjev.-dski's  plants  was  of  a  very  inferior 
description,  and  much  more  like  the  boldest  kind  of  English- 
grown  root  than  like  the  finest  descriptions  of  t  he  Chinese 
drug.  Without  entering  further  ints  this  subject  here,  it. 
may  well  be  pointed  out,  that  our  knowledge  of  the 
sources  and  the  preparation  of  the  different  kinds 
of  Chinese  rhubirb  is  still  far  from  complete,  and  that 
few  fields  of  investigation  in  the  domain  of  pharmacognosy 
are  likely  to  bs  more  productive  of  practical  good 
than  a  thorough  inquiry  into  the  origin  and  preparation 
of  the  rhubarbs  of  commerce,  and  the  establishment  of  an 
authoritative  classification  which  might  replace  the  purely 
arbitrary  division  into  "  Shensi,"  "  Canton,"  and  "  High- 
dried  "  root,  now  practised  in  the  market. 

The  stock  of  rhubarb  in  London,  which  is  a  considerable 
factor  in  the  determination  of  the  commercial  position  of 
the  drug,  has  been  very  small  for  a  long  time,  and  a  few 
sanguine  spirits  have  prophesied  for  months  that  a  strong 
reaction  from  the  low  prices  realisDd  by  the  drug  must  taks 
place  ere  long.  Since  1886  the  annual  deliveries  of  rhubarb 
from  the  London  warehouses  have  steadily  exceeded  the 
entries.  At  the  close  of  1885,  after  two  seasons  of  exception- 
ally large  imports,  our  warehouses  contained  the  heavy 
quantity  of  2,051  cases  of  the  drug,  equalling  about  fifteen 
months'  consumption.  At  the  close  of  1886  the  stock  bad 
diminished  to  1,850  cases,  in  1887  to  1,134,  in  1833  to  1,023, 
in  1889jto  849,  in  1890  to  840,  and  1891,  more  alarming  still, 
left  us  with  only  407  cases,  or  barely  three  months' 
supply.  This  year  the  shrinking  tendency  has  shown 
itself  to  be  far  from  exhausted,  and  on  May  31 
there  were  only  151  cases  left  in  the  import- 
warehouses  here.  The  most  significant  fact  in  this  chain  of 
figures  is  that  the  small  residuum  now  left  us  embraces 
scarcely  a  case  oE  fine  Shensi  root.  It  seems  to  ba  clear  that 
one  of  the  reasons  why  the  supplies  have  fallen  ofl[  so 
greatly  is  that  prices  have  long  ceased  to  be  remunerative 
to  the  growers  and  collectors,  except  for  the  best  qualities. 
These,  however,  are  becoming  scarcer  every  season,  as  much 
less  care  is  now  bestowed  upon  the  preparation  of  the  drug 
in  China  than  was  formerly  the  case.  But  it  is  also  a  fact 
that  our  export  trade  in  rhubarb,  which  used  to  be  very 
considerable,  has  greatly  diminished  since  American  and 
continental  buyers  commenced  to  import  directly  from 
China.  The  total  exports  of  rhubarb  from  Shanghai  in  1891, 
according  to  Chinese  statistics,  amounted  to  5,708  piculs, 
while  our  own  cllioial  returns  show  that  we  imported  during 
tho  same  year  only  975  cases  of  an  average  of  perhaps 
1^  picnl,  BO  that  three-fourths  of  the  shipments  must  have 
gone  elsewhere.    Allowing  that  the  Eastern  marke^s  con- 
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same  about  one-half  of  the  entire  supply,  it  would  follow 
that  America,  France,  and  Germany,  between  them,  receive 
about  as  much  rhabirb  direct  from  China  as  we  do.  This  is 
a  fact  which  has  to  be  taken  into  aosount  when  basing 
calculations  of  an  advance  in  prices  upon  the  paucity  of  the 
London  stock.  It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
principal  shipping  season  for  rhubarb  in  China  is  from  May 
to  August,  and  that  onr  stock  may,  therefore,  be  replenished 
by  large  consignments  any  day  during  the  summer.  Accord- 
ing to  the  latest  advices,  it  should  be  added,  stocks  in 
America  are  very  light  and  the  New  York  market  is  moving 
upwards  in  sympathy  with  onr  own. 


THE  MEDICINE-STAMP.  * 

The  perennial  indictment  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Revenue  and  their  interesting  ofiEspring,  the  three-halfpenny 
medicine -stamp,  is  again  a  current  pharmaceutical  topic.  We 
have  been  publishing  af ew  letters  on  the  subject ;  a  Newcastle 
pharmaceatical  editor  is  endeavouring  to  arouse  an  indiSerent 
public  to  the  cruelty  of  the  tax  ;  and  the  Nottingham 
chemists  are  unanimous  in  their  indignant  demonstration 
against  it,  though  they  are  considerate  enough  to  refrain 
from  disturbing  the  closing  hours  of  a  dying  Parliament 
with  this  grievance.  After  suffering  it  for  eighty  years  or 
so,  it  does  not  seem  very  unreasonable  that  they  should  put  up 
with  the  difficulty  for  at  least  another  twelve  months.  We 
shall  not  be  much  surprised  if  an  even  greater  inroad  on 
their  patience  has  to  be  enforced. 

Neither  now  nor  when  the  question  has  been  raised 
before  has  there  appeared  to  be  anything  approaching  a 
general  agreement  among  chemists  with  regard  to  this  tax. 
The  advocates  of  its  repeal  have  never  yet  shown  themselves 
to  be  at  all  formidable  in  numbsrs,  whatever  may  be  said  of 
their  arguments.    These  are,  to  say  the  least,  a  little  mixed. 
Here  is  Mr.  Burroughs,  for  example,  who  argues  that  "  it  is 
a  bad  time  to  put  an  extra  tax  on  a  man  when  he  is  sick," 
and  "  a  wrong  thing  to  put  a  tax  on  chemists  which  other 
tradesmen  do  not  have  to  bear";  Mr.  Weddell  says  the 
chemist's  brains,  name  and  mouth  are  taxed,  and  that  the 
law  "  taxes  a  man  when  he  is  down  " ;  and  the  Nottingham 
chemists  feel  it  a  gross  injustice  that  a  tax  should  be 
imposed  on  the  medicines  of  sick  persons,  and  on  the 
chemist's  name  and  brains.    This  double-barrelled  argument 
is  a  little  too  good.    The  tax  falls  on  the  sick  man  or  on 
the  chemist;  it  certainly  does  not  hit  both.  Economists, 
we  think,  would  rule  out  the  chemist's  claim  to  any  grievance 
in  this  respect.    The  medicine-stamp  is  just  as  much  a  tax 
on  the  chemist  as  the  stamp  on  a  lease  is  a  tax  on  lawyers' 
brains ;  just  as  much  and  no  more.    Then  it  taxes  the  sick 
man's  medicine,  pathetically  reply  repealers,  and  that,  Mr. 
Weddell  says,  is  "a  much  more  reprehensible  proceeding 
than  laying  tribute  on  the  breakfast-table."    We  should  be 
disposed  to  agree  with  this  if  it  were  the  case  that  the  sick 
man  had  no  choice.    The  argument  against  the  breakfast- 
table  taxes  is  strong  in  that  the  charge  is  levied  on  articles 
consumed  by  people  of  every  class  so  universally  that  they 
may  be  regarded  as  necessaries.    The  sick  man  has  the 
whole  range  of  earth's  materia  medica  at  his  disposal  tax 
free,  and  he  only  incurs  the  Government  duty  if  he  insist  on 
having  Mr.  Blank's  particular  concoction  of  some  of  these 
drugs. 

We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  to  argue  in  favour  of 
this  or  of  any  other  form  of  indirect  tax.-ition  as  economi- 
cally sound.  But  it  seems  to  us  that  chemists,  as  a  body, 
have  more  to  lose  than  to  gain  by  the  abolition  of  Ihe  medi- 
cine-stamp duty.    Onr  correspondenta  "  Beckenham  "  and 


"  Mag.  Cit."  have  bit  (be  right  nail  on  the  head,  >e 
conceive,  in  their  referencas  to  the  enterprising  capi- 
talist ready  t  j  supply  grocers  all  over  the  kingdom 
with  sample  bottles  of  Nemo's  cough-balsam  to  sell 
at  6 tore  prioes,  which,  by  means  of  cunningly- devised 
labels,  would  tend  to  supplant  the  homely  paregoric  and 
syrup  of  squills.  It  is  only  the  stamp  at  present  which 
hampers  these  houses  in  their  gallant  efforts  to  convert  phar- 
macy int  o  a  nice  little  branch  of  t  he  grocery  trade.  " '  Becken- 
ham's'  arguments,"  says  the  bold  "Forward,"  "  are  too  feeble 
to  be  worthy  of  serious  consideration"  Notwithstanding 
this  authoritative  ultsra,nce,  we  shall  venture  to  repeat  his 
judicious  warning  in  regard  t  o  manufact  urers  whom  we  could 
indicate— "Don't  be  too  hasty  in  pressing  for  the  abolition 
of  the  Act,  which,  however  objectionable  in  some  respects, 
serves  to  restrict  their  sphere  of  operations." 


COMMENTARY. 


The  Phabmaceutical  Council  and  the  Debby.— One 
of  the  alterations  in  the  by-laws  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  sanctioned  at  the  end  of  last  year  was  the  insertion 
of  the  italicised  words  in  the  first  by-law  of  section  6  as 
follows  :  "  The  Council  shall  meet  at  the  Society's  house  on 
or  about  the  first  Wednesday  in  every  month."  The  first 
use  made  of  the  new  power  possessed  by  the  Council  has 
been  to  postpone  a  meeting  which  coincided  with  the  Derby 
day. 

The  Phabmaceutical  Society's  Dinnee. — The  manager 
of  Messrs.  Spiers  &  Pond  (Limited)  has  complained  to  us  of 
the  comments  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  dinner  at  the 
Freemasons'  Tavern,  which  occurred  in  our  report  of  that 
event  in  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  of  May  21.  The 
famous  caterers  have  been  in  the  business  long  enough  to 
learn  that  they  cannot  please  everybody ;  but  on  the  occa- 
sion named  they  appear  to  have  succeeded  in  satisfying  at 
least  a  considerable  proportion  of  important  diners.  They 
show  us  an  unsolicited  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Society,  who,  in  sending  a  cheque  in  settlement  of  Messrs. 
Spiers  &  Pond's  account,  takes  the  opportunity  of  expressing 
"  the  very  general  satisfaction  the  dinner  gave  to  our  friends. 
I  have  not  heard  a  single  complaint ;  on  the  contrary,  many 
of  our  friends  voluntarily  remarked  on  the  good  and  punc- 
tual service."  This  opinion  was  endorsed  by  quite  a  number 
of  gentlemen  who  are  far  better  judges  of  a  dinner  than 
ourselves,  and  we  feel  bound  in  honour,  therefore,  to 
acknowledge  with  regret  that  we  published  a  statement 
which  is  disproved  by  the  evidence  which  Messrs.  Spiers 
&  Pond  have  brought  to  our  notice. 

The  Dbawback  on  Peefumes. — The  Excise  authorities 
have  not  yet  issued  the  regulations  providing  for  the  con- 
cession of  a  drawback  on  spirituous  perfumes  exported  from 
this  country.  But  we  believe  the  conditions  are  in  proof, 
and  are  only  waiting  for  the  official  sanction  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue.  The  delay,  it  is  under- 
stood,  arose  from  the  reluctance  of  Sir  Algernon  West  to 
authorise  changes  in  the  service  on  the  eve  of  his  retirement. 
He  considered  it  would  be  fairer  to  his  successor  to  leave  him 
to  decide  on  the  exact  form  of  the  notification.  Meanwhile, 
the  Board  of  Customs  have  issued  a  general  order  (46/1892), 
headed  "Perfumes,  &c.  Preparation  of— for  Exportation,' 
in  which  officers  are  informed  that  the  questions  of  the 
manufacture  of  perfumery  in  bond,  and  the  grant  of  dr.iw- 
back  on  such  as  has  been  prepared  out  of  bond  when 
exported,  have  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Treasury, 
and  that  their  lordships  have  approved  of  the  continuance  of 
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the  reculalioDs  governing  the  preparation  of  perfumery  in 
bond  for  exportation,  and  have  besides  sanctioned  the  appli- 
cation of  tliose  regulations  to  the  preparation  of  hair- 
trashes,  dentifrices,  and  essences  so  far  as  the  proccFses 
embrace  the  treatment  of  pomades,  and  small  quantities  of 
orris-root,  Tonquin  beans,  and  gums  with  spirit ;  any  other 
ingredients  used  being  made  out  of  bond  and  brought  into 
the  warehouse  ready  for  mixing.  These  privileges  are  also 
to  be  allowed  to  any  other  firms  who  may  apply  to  work  in 
bond  under  the  regulations  as  now  estendod. 

Coco,  A  OooLTNCJ  Drink  — Dorvault  states  that  coco,  a 
popular  drink  s^ld  in  the  Paris  streets,  is  made  by  macerating 
liquorice  and  a  little  coriander-seed  in  water.  A  kind  of 
coco  is  also  sold  in  the  form  of  a  paste,  packed  in  tin  boxes. 
This  variety  is  described  as  a  mixture  of  extract  of  liquorice 
with  Vichy  salts,  to  whioh  essential  oils  of  lemon,  orange, 
anise,  and  peppermint,  as  well  as  absinthe  and  oil  of  cherry- 
kernels  have  been  added.  The  oonapound  is  easily  soluble  in 
water,  to  whioh  it  imparts  ared-brown  colour.  The  presence 
of  the  carbonate  (Vichy  salts)  causes  an  alkaline  reaction, 
whioh  assists  the  solution  of  the  glycyrrhizin.  In  this  form 
-coco  is  recommended  as  a  cheap,  agreeable,  and  tbirst- 
.guenching  beverage. 

A.  &  F.  Pbabs  (Limited).— The  prospectus  of  this  long- 
looked-for  company  nppeared  on  Tuesday  morning,  and  that 
day  at  4  p.m.  the  subscription  list  was  closed  for  town  appli- 
cants, and  the  next  morning  for  country  ones.  We  ate  told 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  applications  for  shares  was  in 
hand  to  cover  the  issue  within  two  hours  of  the  opening  of 
the  bank,  and  that  altogether  the  capital  required  was 
offered  by  the  public  five  times  over.

Enforcixg  tbe  Act. 

The  Pbesident  reported  that  in  the  case  of  prosecu  jons 
at  Balljhay,  in  which  t*o  summonses,  each  lor  breacnts  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1875,  had  been  taken  out  against  Mr. 
Patrick  I'\e  and  Mr.  Arthur  Fee,  the  defendants  had  sub- 
mitted to  pay  penalties  of  il  for  each  offence,  together  with 
5/.  costs,  and  had  given  a  written  undertaking  to  strictly 
observe  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  1875  and  1890  in 
future.  The  President  added  that  these  gentlemen  had  heen 
prosecnted  before  and  bad  appealed,  but  tbe  sentences  o!  the 
magistrates  upon  them  bad  been  sfErmed.  If  they  had  not 
now  submitted,  and  if  they  had  been  convicted  of  the  second 
offence,  it  would  have  been  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  have 
applied  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Privy  Council  to  remove 
their  names  from  the  register,  the  effect  of  which  would  be 
to  prevent  them  from  styling  themselves  "  chemists  and 
druggists  "  and  selling  poisons. 

Dispensary  Appointments. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
in  reference  to  the  right  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  to  dis- 
pensary appointments. 

In  the  course  of  discussion  it  was  pointed  out  by  Mr. 
Wells  and  Mr.  Hodgson  that  the  letter  did  not  distinctly 
show  whether  the  Local  Government  Board  would  them- 
selves take  tbe  initiative  in  causing  sealed  orders  to  be  with- 
drawn in  the  cases  in  which  tbese  were  in  force  and  were 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  appointment  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  or  whether  they  would  only  withdraw  them  on 
application  of  the  appointing  body. 

The  President  was  requested  to  see  the  Secretary  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  on  the  subject. 

General  Coheespondencb. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Dr.  Valentine  Ball,  the  director 
of  tbe  Dublin  Science  and  Art  Museum,  wishing  tbe  Council 
to  send  to  tbe  museum  specimens  of  vegetable  drugs. 

The  Registrar  was  directed  to  rtply,  stating  that  the 
Council  hoped  soon  to  be  in  a  position  to  do  so. 

An  address  of  congratulation  to  the  Chancellor  and  Provost 
of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  intended  to  be  presented  on  the 
occasion  of  tbe  celebration  of  the  Tercentenary,  was  ordered 
to  be  engrossed  and  sealed. 

Kegisteeed  Druggists  and  Beevicb  is  England. 

The  President  moved  a  resolution  to  amend  t  he  Regula- 
tions relating  to  the  examination  for  the  licence  t  d  act  as  a 
registered  druggist  by  the  addition  of  a  clause  to  the  effect 
that  proof  of  service  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 
and  druggist  of  Groat  Britain  might  be  accepted  from  candi- 
dates for  the  examination. 

Mr.  Hodgson  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Gibson  opposed  it.  Unless  the  English  Society  reci- 
procated, he  did  not  see  why  gentlemen  who  had  served  in 
England  should  be  allowed  to  come  over  here  and  enter  into 
business  in  opposition  to  their  own  people. 

Messrs.  Montgomery,  Wells,  and  Geindley  also  opposed 
the  motion. 

Dr.  BUBNES  supported  it,  on  the  ground  that  competition 
would  be  beneficial. 

The  motion  was  negatived  by  five  votes  to  four. 

Other  business  having  been  disposed  of,  tbe  Conooil  ad- 
journed. 
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PHOTOGRAPHIC  NOTES. 


Mb.  Ives's  Cameba. 

The  following:  engraving  is  a  copy  of  the  drawing,  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  F.  E.  Ives  to  the  U.S.  Patent  Office,  of  the 


camera  which  he  uses  for  taking  the  triple  images  to  be  used 
for  reproducing  pictures  in  colours.  The  following  official 
abstracD  of  the  specification  shows  the  nature  of  the  arrange- 
ment : — 

lu  a  camera  for  prolnoing  or  superposing  a  number  of  images  which  are 
in  the  same  plane  and  show  the  same  perspective,  reflecting  devices  coin- 
priaing  a  aeries  of  inclined  reflectors  located  one  behind  the  other  in  the 
axial  line  of  the  incident  or  undivided  rays,  said  redactors  facing  in  different 
directions  and  some  of  them  being  transparent,  secondary  inclintd  re- 
flectors combined  with  the  necessarily  tranapurent  axial  reflectors  and 
arranged  in  re?pfct  thereto,  and  an  upertured  diaphragm  for  the  reflecting 
devices  for  each  image,  some  of  said  diaphragms  being  movable  in  planes 
inclined  in  respect  to  the  axial  line  of  the  incident  or  undivided  rays. 

American  specifications  are  not  a  bit  clearer  than  Eoglish 
ones,  but  by  the  aid  of  the  drawing  anyone  who  understands 
optical  laws  will  see  how  the  single  image  from  the  lens  is 
multiplied  into  three  through  the  prisms  a-',  J',  and  d. 

Stocking  Lantebn- slide?. 

As  dealers  and  others  fiod  much  difficulty  in  showing 
lantern- slides,  Mr.  Frank  Weeks  suggests  that  prints  of 
them  should  be  made  and  mounted  in  books  of  one  hundred. 
Customers  would  then  have  a  much  better  idea  of  the  picture 
which  would  be  projected,  an  immeDse  deal  of  trouble  would 
be  saved  to  the  seller,  and  the  risk  of  breakage  materially 
lessened. 

Flash-paper  for  Photogbaphy. 
Mix  equal  parts  of  sulphuric  acid  and  nitric  acid,  both 
B.P.  When  the  mixture  has  cooled  down  to  70°  F.,  imtnerse 
in  it  white  Japanese  tissue  paper  or  Swedish  filtering-paper, 
cut  into  strips  a  half-inch  wide  and  as  long  as  desired. 
Cover  the  vessel  with  a  plate  of  glass,  and  let  stand  from 
twelve  to  sixteen  hours.  Remove  the  paper,  wash  in  clear 
water,  and  dry  as  in  making  gun-cotton.  When  required 
for  use,  roll  up  a  strip  into  a  pellet,  and  light  one  corner  of 
it,  throwing  it  into  the  air  as  you  do  so. 

Fob  Bdbxishing  Photogeapiis 

dry  Castile  soap  should  be  used,  or  else  an  alcoholic  solution 
of  soap  made  as  follow.s,  but  care  must  be  exercised  in  the 
use  of  the  latter,  or  stains  may  ensue : — 

Curd  soap   1  oz. 

Glycerine  Eoap   i  oz. 

Shave  the  soap  finely,  and  rub  up  with  a  little  water,  and  heat  till  dis- 
BOlved,  adding  only  as  much  water  as  la  absolutely  necessary  to  dissolve 
the  foip.  This  solution  la  then  added  gradually  to  32  oz.  of  methylated 
spirit,  well  shakeu  and  tUterc  1. 

A  pad  of  linen  or  cotton-wool  is  soaked  with  the  solution 
and  rubbed  over  the  dry  print,  wliich  is  ready  for  burnishiDg 
when  the  alcohol  has  evapora'.ed. 


Blue  Tbakspabencies. 
Beautiful  blue  transparencies  may  be  produced,  according 
to  M.  Rossel,  in  the  following  simple  way  :— Commercial 
cyanotype  paper  is  exposed  beneath  a  negative  until  the 
image  will  be  very  intensely  visible,  when  it  is  thoroughly 
washed  and  placed  for  fifteen  minutes  in  a  10  per-cent 
solution  of  bichromate  of  potash.  After  the  print  has  again 
been  well  washed,  it  is  allowed  to  dry,  and  then  rendered 
transparent  by  placing  it  on  a  warm  glass  plate  and  treating 
it  carefully  with  paraffin.  The  print  is  then  framed  between 
two  glass  plates.  The  cyanotype  paper,  giving  white  lines 
on  a  blue  ground,  may  be  prepared  by  placing  plain  photo- 
graphic paper  in  a  solution  of  25  grammes  of  ammonio- 
citrate  of  iron  and  of  25  grammes  of  potastium  ferricyanide 
in  150  c.c.  of  water,  and  then  drying  it  in  the  dark.

Mr  John  A.  Hodges,  the  author  of  this  book,  is  not  only  a 
practical  worker  in  photography  himself,  but  has  the  happy 
ability  of  being  able  to  write  upon  photography  so  that  they 
who  read  may  learn  and  understand.  The  book  on  "  Enlarging  " 
was  much  wanted,  and  will  have  a  large  sale.  It  is  divided 
into  three  sections — "  Enlarging  by  Artificial  Light,"  "  En- 
larging by  Daylight,"  and  '-The  Process"  As  to  size  of 
negative  to  enlarge  from,  Mr.  Hodges  strongly  advises  5x4, 
which  can  well  be  enlarged  up  to  10  x  8,  and  given  a  good 
negative  will  make  an  enlargement  which  will  be  in  thorough 
harmony.  Full  instructions  and  working  drawings  are  given 
for  the  "  mechanical  and  optical  construction  of  apparatus." 
The  expensive  patt  of  an  enlarging  apparatus  is  the  con- 
denser, and  Mr.  Hodges  gives  details  and  drawings  of  an 
apparatus  by  which  enlargements  may  be  made  by  ariificial 
light  without  condensers.  The  chapter  on  "  Enlarging  by 
Daylight"  will  be  read  with  much  interest,  and  the  arrange- 
ment of  apparatus  as  shown  in  the  illustrations  is  admirable. 
To  those  who  are  of  a  mechanical  turn  of  mind  chapter  vi. 
will  have  a  special  interest,  as  in  it  Mr.  Hodges  gives  full 
instructions  and  working  drawings  showing  how  to  construct 
a  daylight  enlarging  camera  and  the  accefsory  apparatus. 
As  to  the  process  the  author  believes  gelatine- bromide  paper 
to  be  the  process  jiar  excellence  for  the  beginner,  and  ferrous 
oxalate  to  be  the  best  developer.  A  chapter  on  the  making 
of  enlarged  negatives  and  printing  from  them  closes  the  book>

Business  has  been  to  some  extent  interrupted 
this  week  by  the  Epsom  races  and  the  ap- 
proaching holidays,  and  on  Wednesday  no  anoiions  of  any 
importance  took  place  in  Mincing  Lane.   A  much  better 
tone,  however,  prevails  in  the  market  generally,  and  several 
important  branches  of  trade  show  a  decided  recovery.  This 
is  especially  the  case  with  certain  chemicals,  with  spices, 
and  with  shellac.   The  following  are  the  principal  altera- 
tions  that  have  occurred:— in  drags  raw  camphor  has 
been  sold  for  rather  better  prices,  opium  is  also  held  at 
higher  rates,  and  ergot  is  rejiorted  to  be  decidedly  firmer ; 
cinchona  sold  cheaply  and  at  somewhat  lower  rates  at  the 
auctions ;  rhubarb  and  vanilla  are  firmly  held,  and  in  the 
latter  article  business  has  been  done  at  higher  prices  than 
the  last  auction  rates.    In  chemicals  citric  and  tartaric 
acids  are  quotably  dearer,  arsenic  has  been  advanced  rather 
considerably,  and  liquid  carbolic  acid  is  also  scarce  and 
higher ;  quinine,  however,  has  been  dealt  in  at  a  further 
slight  decline  this  week,  prices  being  the  lowest  on  record. 
Cream  of  tartar  is  also  slightly  cheaper.    The  price  of  quick- 
silver has  been  advanced  Zs.  QA.    In  articles  allied  to  the 
drug  trade   the  principal  feature   is   the  very  strong 
advance  in  shellac,  which  is  going  up  by  shillings  diily. 
Spices  are  also  recovering,  cloves,  ginger,  black  and  white 
pepper,  having  sold  at  higher  rates;  indiarubber  is  a  little 
dearer ;  linseed  oil  is  firmer,  and  cotton-seed  oil,  although 
slightly  easier  at  the  close,  is  also  higher  in  price  ;  sticklao 
keeps  firm.   There  has  been  a  considerable  decline  in  Ger 
man  potato-spirit ;  turmeric  and  cinnamon  are  also  easier ; 
Montreal  potashes  lower,  and  petroleum  weak.    The  price  of 
bar  silver  has  advanced  to  4Cj"jii.    Bombay  and  Calcutta 
exchanges  are  to-day  \s.  Z^-d.    i'he  Bank  rate  remains  un- 
changed, at  2  per  cent. 
Liveroool    ^""^  Liverpool  correspondent  writes  that  arsenic 
'  has  become  scarce,  and  is  held  for  a  higher 
price.    African  ginger  has  also  advanced  in  price,  and  cream 
of  tartar  is  firmer.   Canary-seed  is  lower,  and  Chilian  bees- 
wax is  arriving  more  freely.    Calabar  beans  remain  very  low 
in  price,  while  turpentine  has  fallen  considerably.  Castor 
oil  is  flat  all  round. 

America  mail-reports  from  New  Yoik  are 

dated  May  25.  Opium  was  very  slack  on  that 
day,  but  the  demand  for  morphia  had  improved  a  liitle  al- 
though prices  remained  unchanged  at  ,*?1.45  to  ^Sfl  95,  accord- 
iog  to  brand.  Qainine  is  flat,  with  sales  at  17c. ;  citric  acid, 
borax,  and  bromides  are  unaltered  but  quiet.  Ergot  shows 
a  rather  firmer  market — German  at  42,;,c.  to  50c.,  and 
Spanish  at  55c.  to  67|o.  Peru  balsam  is  in  request  at  $\.  \b 
to  ,*?1.25.  QaiUaia  is  in  large  supply  and  cheap,  buc  the 
season  of  shipment  in  Chile  is  now  at  an  end.  Cubebp, 
V  milla,  and  tonqnln  beans  are  quiet;  peppermint  oil  has 
improved  to  ,§2.75  to  ^2.85  for  case  oil,  and  lOo.  less  for 
Wayne  Couniy  oil.  Kachn-leaves  are  in  strong  demand, 
•whereas  ccca  and  jaborandi  leaves  are  slow  of  sale.  Khubarb 
is  dearer  with  small  stocks.  Golden-seal  root  shows  an  easier 
tendency,  and  celerj-seed  has  fallen  somewhat  from  its 
recent  high  level.  Canada  balsam  is  lower,  the  new  crop  being 


now  within  sight.  There  is  no  fine  senega-root  in  stock,  but 
jalap  continues  to  arrive,  and  is  weaker.  Cottonseed 
oil  iB  reported  to  be  very  firm  and  likely  to  advance. 
The  quotations  r.inge  from  29c.  for  prime  to  32c.  for 
best  jellow.  Lard  and  cod  oils  are  dull.  The  Menhaden 
fishing  season  has  commenced  and  is  proceeding  most  favour- 
ably. Crude  sperm  oil  is  quiet.  The  castor  oil  combination 
are  carrying  on  a  cutthroat  warfare  with  Ihe  outsiders,  with 
the  result  that  buyers  are  profiting  by  low  prices.

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Leb!:inc  process  has  been  in 
ute  for  more  than  a  century,  during  which  time  it  has  been 
the  only  one  used  in  the  soda  and  potash  manufacture.  It 
has  withstood  all  attempts  continually  made  to  supplant  it 
by  supposed  improvements,  until  within  the  last  ten  years, 
during  which  large  advances  have  been  made  upon  it  by  the 
ammonia-soda  process,  jeopardising  the  large  capital  invested 
in  the  older  works  and  apparatus. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  (1875)  Amendment  Bill. 

A  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  wholesale  trades  inter- 
ested in  the  provisions  of  this  Bill,  was  held  at  the  offices  of 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  Thursday,  June  2,  to 
consider  what  action  should  be  taken  to  protect  themselves 
against  the  provisions  oE  the  Bill.  Sir  Beginald  Hanson,  M.P., 
occupied  the  chair.    Mr.  Rogers,  opening  the  discussion,  said 
he  thought  the  present  Act  was  working  very  unfairly  in 
many  respects,  and  he  referred  particularly  to  the  varying 
decisions  of  justices  and  analysts,  who  seemed  to  have  no 
standard  under  which  to  work.    He  described  the  Bill  as  a 
crude  and  patchwork  measure;  it  wanted  amplifying.  It 
wholesale  traders  were  to  be  responsible  for  all  goods  supplied 
to  retailers,  then  brokers  and  merchants  ought  also  to  be 
responsible.    One  expansion  the  Bill  wanted  was  that  of  the 
light  to  search  for  and  seize  adulterated  goods,  not  only  in 
public  sale-rooms  and  warehouses  but,  in  private  sale-rooms 
also.   The  Bill,  as  it  stood,  wag  incomplete ;  and  it  anything 
were  done,  he  thought  it  ought  to  be  done  on  a  lasting  scale. 
Mr.  Oito  Hehner,  analyst,  foJowed,  and  spoke  at  great  length 
on  the  Act  generally,  giving  a  large  number  of  statistics  and 
facts,  the  relevancy  of  which  was  not  quite  apparent.  Mr. 
Alfred  Allen,  of  Sheflield,  analyst,  said  the  proposition  to 
make  an  invoice  a  warranty  would  put  wholesale  traders 
into  a  most  awkward  position,  because,  under  tbe  present 
law,  there  was  a  very  serious  penalty  attached  to  the  giving 
of  a  false  warranty,  and  through  the  carelessness  of  a  clerk, 
or  the  tampering  with  goods  by  a  retailer,  he  might  be  subject 
to  grave  penalties.     Mr.    Alfred  Preston  {_Hodgkinson, 
Prestons  &  King)  said  that,  under  present  conditions,  there 
was  the  greatest  diflionlty  in  carrying  on  the  trade  with 
perfect  satisfaction  to  themselves  and  their  customers. 
There  were  many  articles  which  they  sent  out  perfectly  pure 
and  in  accordance  with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  which 
from  their  very  nature  were  altered  by  the  condition  of 
things  in  which  they  were  kept,  or  by  the  way  in  which 
they  bad  to  be  used  before  coming  into  the  possession  of  the 
analyst.    In  the  export  and  home  trade  both  they  were 
having  constant  annoyances  with  regard  to  regulations 
which  were  made  from  the  House  of  Commons,  because 
they  really  did  not  understand  what  they  were  doing,  and 
would  not  take  into  consultation  those  in  connection  with 
the  various  trades  who  could  point  out  the  difiicultlcs  which 
arose  under  the  various  Acts.  Messre.  Avey,  Fry,  and  Christy 
also  spoko  against  the  Bill.    Mr.  Uogers  then  moved  the 
following  resolution  :— "  That  a  committee  to  represent  the 
wholesale  grocery,  provision,  and  drug  trades  be  appointed 
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to  watch  this  Bill,  or  any  Bill  that  may  be  introduced  next 
session,  with  power  to  convene  a  meeting  of  the  interested 
trades  whenever  necessary."  The  resolution  was  seconded 
by  ]Jr.  Laney,  and  carried  unanimously,  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  chairman  terminating  the  proceedings.  The  choice  of 
individual  members  of  the  committee  was  left  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Chamber. 

The  G-rasae  Flower  Industry. 

It  is  estimated  that,  in  consequence  of  the  general  dulness 
in  business,  and  especially  because  of  the  financial  crisis  in 
South  America,  the  GrasSe  perfumers  have  booked  80,000^. 
less  of  orders  this  year  than  in  the  average  of  the  recent 
seasons.  One  of  the  perfumers  has  compiled  the  following 
table  of  average  prices  of  orange-flowers,  rose-flowers,  and 
orange-buds  during  the  last  twenty  years,  from  which  it 
appears  that  the  value  of  all  these  commodities  is  now  very 
much  below  the  average,  which  is  90  cents  for  orange- 
iiowers,  82j  cents  for  rose-flowers,  and  17-7  cents  for  orange- 
bads.   The  figures,  in  centimes  per  kilo.,  are : —

The  unusually  high  prices  of  1883  were  the  result  of  the 
destruction  of  the  crops  by  frost.  This  season  the  rose-crop 
will  be  a  moderate  one.  Orange-flowers  have  been  escep- 
tionally  abundant.  It  is  thought,  moreover,  that  the  stock 
of  orange- flower  produce,  and  especially  of  neroli  oil,  held 
by  the  Grasse  perfumery  houses,  is  very  large,  and,  under 
these  circumstances,  the  price  of  orange-flowers  has  fallen 
to  40  cents  per  kilo,  in  Grasse.  The  crop  is  now  almost 
gathered. 

The  New  Tork  Drug  Trade. 

In  their  review  of  the  New  York  drug  trade  for  1891' 
prepared  by  them  for  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce' 
Messrs.  McKesson  &.  Kobbins  observe  that  "  the  trade  has 
enjoyed  a  good  year,  but  complains  of  the  increased  expense 
of  carrying  on  its  business ;  this  circumstance  has  grown  out 
of  the  fact  that  dealers  have  been  cutting  down  their  orders 
to  minimum  quantities,  and  buying  more  frequently  than 
formerly,  involving  greater  labour,  time  and  trouble.  Re- 
viewing prices  at  the  close  of  the  year,  it  will  be  found  that, 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  articles 
advanced  is  about  equal  in  number  to  the  declines.  The 
total  import  of  chemicals,  drugs,  and  dyes  entered  free  of 
duty  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1891,  was  ^31,261,911, 
against  ^S'29,969,159  for  the  year  previous.  The  value  of 
similar  goods  dutiable  was  >''14,437,813,  against  ,5?16,473,255 
for  1890.  The  gain  over  the  average  of  the  preceding  five 
-annual  periods,  including  both  classes,  was  ^4,976.080. 
These  figures  indicate  that  the  drug  and  chemical  trades 
have  done  about  1  per  cent,  less  importing  than  last  year, 
■which  year  exceeded  all  previous  ones.  Free  goods  show  a 
gain  of  nearly  jS'2,000,000,  while  the  import  of  dutiable 
goods  declined  a  little  over  ^2,000,000.  Oat  of  112  selected 
articles,  59  show  an  increase  over  last  year,  and  16  of  these 
«how  an  increase  in  amount  over  the  four  previous  years." 

The  Java  Cinchona  Shipments. 

Telegrams  received  yesterday  from  Java  announce  (h;it 
the  cinchonii  exports  from  the  island  in  the  month  of  May 
have  been  rather  heav7— viz.,  490,000  half-kilos.,  against

London,  is  the  pre- 
sent value  here  for  finest  new  non-freezing,  bnt  it  is  not  un- 
likely that  price  will  improve  a  little  ere  long." 

Oil  (Olive).— The  reports  from  Itily  concerning  the 
growing  crop  are  very  unfavourable,  and  a  yield  considerably 
below  the  average  is  generally  anticipated.  In  Southern 
Italy  the  trees  have  flowered  badly  in  many  districts. 

Opium. — Small  fales  of  old  manufacturing  seconds  were 
made  ihis  week  at  6s  3d  to  6s.  Qd.,  but  when  these  were  com- 
pleted the  holders  raised  their  limits,  and  further  transactions 
were  thereby  prevented.

We  have  had  a  great  deal  of  rain  this  week, 
which  will  retard  the  harvesting  in  the  lower  districts.  Id 
is  feared  that  the  wet  weather  we  have  experienced  lately 
will  be  prejudicial  to  the  crop  in  the  lower  districts :  but,  on. 
the  other  hand,  it  will  greatly  benefit  the  opium-fields  in  the 
uplands,  which  take  a  month  longer  to  ariive  at  maturity. 
By  the  end  of  June  we  shall  know  the  number  of  cases  likely 
to  be  produced  this  year,  and  it  is  the  general  opinion  that 
the  outturn  will  be  larger  than  the  last,  provided  the  weather 
continues  favourable.  '   To  which  another  correspondent,. 
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writing  oa  thcsamo  date,  adds : — "  It  is  the  Americin  buyers 
alone  who  have  kept  some  little  life  in  our  market  lately 
Without  them  we  should  certainly  have  sean  lower  prlcas' 
for  everybody  here  is  anxious  to  realise.  AUhough  the  crop- 
reports  are  beginning  to  be  a  little  more  contradictory,  they 
remain  generally  good.  The  opium-holders  maintain  that 
the  crop  will  hardly  rcAch  7,t00  baskets,  while  non- interested 
l  arties  ta  k  o£  8,0C0  baskets,  or  even  more."

New  York,  June  1. 

HoTCHKiss'  peppermint  oil  has  advanced.  A  shipment  of 
50  cases  was  made  this  week  to  London.  Michigan  oil  in 
tins  is  also  dearer,  but  the  increased  prices  asked  by  holders 
fcave  affected  the  demand,  which  has  been  much  reduced, 
and  the  prospect  does  not  appear  to  be  favourable  ta  a 
continuation  of  the  rise,  which  appears  to  have  been  caused 
solely  by  alarmist  reports  received  from  Europe.  The 
growing  crops,  however,  are  said  to  have  suffered  much 
damage  from  excessive  rains.  Opium  is  firm  for  good  drug- 
gists' kinds  ;  sassafras  oil  is  decidedly  lower  this  week.  Best 
lefined  yellow  summer  cotton-seed  oil  keeps  firm.  There  are 
only  a  lew  holders  of  this  article,  and  they  are  all  indisposed 
to  sell  except  at  their  own  prices. 


BRITISH  AND  FOREIGN  CONSULS'  REPORTS. 


Ohika. 

Tablet-tea  ^  industry,  the  manufacture  of  tablet-tea 
has  sprung  up  in  the  Chinese  port  of  Kiukiang 
in  the  course  of  last  year.  Machinery  for  the  manufacture 
of  tea  in  this  form  has  recently  been  erected  there,  and  the 
quantity  of  the  article  shipped  was  493,392  lbs.  in  1891. 
Tablet-tea  is  made  from  the  very  best  quality  of  tea-dust. 
It  is  formed  by  pressure  alone  into  small  cakes,  which  are 
perfectly  stroLg  and  solid,  and  rather  resemble  chocolate  in 
appearance.  The  material  is  not,  like  brick  tea  (the 
nauseous  compound  which  plays  so  large  a  part  in  the  trade 
between  China  and  Russia),  moistened  with  steam  before 
being  compressed,  and  the  flavour  is  not  in  any  way  im- 
paired by  the  process  of  manufacture.  Taking  up  liiilo 
space,  and  being  unlikely  to  get  spoilt,  or  damaged,  tablet- 


tea  presents  the  best  and  most  convenient  form  of  tea 
imaginable  for  travellers,  backwoodsmen,  or  armies  in  the 
field.

C>  '  cr  <='"I*'°)"=d  now  by  the  French  agriculturists, 
"^'J'  ■  and  are  annually  imported  into  this  district, 
says  our  cunsul  in  Bordeaux,  in  increasing  quantities.  Since 
last  year  sulphate  of  iron,  which  ustd  to  be  employed  by 
itself  against,  the  diseases  of  the  vine,  but  with  indifferent 
results,  has  been  mixed  with  certain  artificial  manures  before 
being  applied  to  the  diseased  plants.  Of  other  chemical 
products,  bleaching-powders,  i;c.,  have  continued  to  be  im- 
ported here  in  large  consignments  of  late.  The  general 
demand  for  sulphate  of  copr";;  is  increating  in  this  district, 
where  it  is  now  much  used  in  the  form  of  the  "  bouillie 
bordelaise."  A  large  proportion  of  the  imports  in  1891  came 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  but  a  contiderable  quantity  also 
arrived  here  from  the  United  States  of  America,  and  some 
from  Germany.  The  French  sulphate- of-copper  industry 
has,  it  appears,  been  unable  to  keep  up  with  foreign 
competition,  and  has  greatly  fallen  oil.  As  the  rates  of 
Customs  duty  hitherto  chargeJ  on  this  article  have  not  been 
increased  by  the  new  French  Customs  tariff  (excepting  for 
certain  States  which  are  subject  to  the  maximum  tariff),  it 
is  accordingly  not  likely  that  the  British  snlphate-of-copper 
manufacturers  will  now  suffer  much  from  French  com- 
petition. Sulphate  of  copper  is  now  employed  not  only 
against  cryptogamic  diseases  of  the  vine,  but  also,  and  with 
equal  success,  against  those  affecting  tomatoes,  potatoes,  and 
other  vegetables.  It  is  estimated  that  the  importations  of 
sulphate  of  copper  to  Bordeaux  last  year  reached  nearly 
12,000  tons. 

^  Since  last  year  the  agitated  condition  of  the 
Arabic  io**=rior  of  the  French  Soudan  has  given  place 
to  a  calmer  state  of  things,  and  communications 
have  again  been  renewed.  The  harvest  of  Senegambian  gum 
last  year  was  about  one-fourth  greater  than  that  of  1890,  and 
also  of  much  higher  quality,  so  that  prices  were  higher. 
Towards  the  end  of  last  year  the  latter,  however,  fell,  owing 
to  extensive  importations  of  inferior  kinds  of  Eastern  gums, 
but  this  fall  was  not  sufficiently  great  to  allow  of  speculation 
in  these  latter  sorts.

Drugs. 


The  Republic  of  Paraguay  imported  in  1890 
^27,468  worth  of  dutiable  "  common  drugs  and 
paints,"  and  §14,767  worth  of  dutiable  medicines.  These 
goods  pay  20  per  cent.  duty.  Perfumery  pays  50  per  cent., 
but  veterinary  medicines  are  free.  Quebracho  wood  is  sent 
to  France  from  Paraguay.  It  is  used  for  tanning  and 
colouring.  It  is  very  hard,  and  wUl  not  rot.  The  weight  is 
84  lbs.  per  cubic  foot.  Seuor  Carlos  Casado  has,  opposite  to 
Villa  Concepcion,  a  manufactory  of  quebracho  extract,  which 
has  been  found  of  great  use  for  tanning,  and  is  already  em- 
ployed in  European  tanneries.  To  make  it  better  known  he 
proposes  to  exhibit  some  at  the  Chicago  Exhibition.

SiH, — The  emancipation  of  the  trade  from  the  grocers  is 
not  yet  achieved,  and  from  the  apathy  in  which  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  treat  infringements  is  not  likely  to  be  for 
some  time  to  come. 

I  should  like  to  know  what  encouragement  there  is  to  the 
trade  to  observe  the  17th  section  of  the  Act  when  cases 
like  the  following  arise  : — In  a  town  near  Birmingham,  only 
this  week,  during  the  absence  of  the  qaaliSed  principal,  a 
customer  wanted  a  bottle  of  Winslow's  syrup,  and  was  in- 
formed it  could  not  be  supplied  at  the  moment,  and  the 
reason  given.  "Oh,"  sajs  the  customer,  "I  can  get  it  at 
Mr.  8o-and-So's,"  naming  a  grocer  across  the  street,  and  went 
there,  and,  what  is  more  to  the  point,  was  supplied  with  it. 
This  occurred  after  the  trade  had  been  advised  that  this 
article  also  came  within  the  section. 

The  Society  seem  unable  to  soar  above  the  prosecution  of 
an  occasional  chemist's  apprentice  or,  maybe,  a  drug-store 
assistant.  They  do  not,  apparently,  interfere  wi  h  grccers, 
and  infer  that  the  prosecution  of  such  lies  with  the  local 
police  rather  than  with  themselves. 

In  the  same  town  auDther  grocer,  as  though  to  bid  defiance 
to  the  Society,  has  since  exhibited  a  list  in  his  window 
ofiEering  this  very  article  for  sale. 

Browne's  Chlorodyne  is  also  still  being  sold  by  the  same 
grocers  unchecked.

Sib,— Now  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  places  so  much  respon- 
sibility upon  chemists,  1  would  suggest  that  a  list  of  these 
patent  medicines  containing  "poisons"  be  published  from 
time  to  time,  and  that  they  be  sold  only  at  the  price  marked 
thereon.  Chemists  have  the  ball  at  their  feet,  as  the  articles 
can  only  be  sold  by  registered  chemists,  and  the  demands  of 
the  Act  of  Parliament,  besides  the  occasional  reprimands  of 
coroners,  perfectly  justify  us  in  this  course.  If  we  are  to  be 
the  only  people  to  be  shot  at,  and  are  willing  to  take  our 
chance,  by  all  means  let  us  be  remuneiated  for  the  risk.

Sin, — Registered  chemists  should  at  once  take  advantage 
of  the  chlorodyne  prosecution — at  least  in  such  towns  as 
have  not  the  advantage  of  a  "  stores  "  with  a  qualified 
manager.  The  chemists  in  the  town  from  which  I  write 
have  agreed  together  (wonderful  to  relate,  we  generally  do 
pull  together)  to  issue  a  handbill  as  soon  as  we  can  informing 
the  public  that  certain  advertised  medicines  (giving  a  list  of 
them),  having  been  found  to  come  under  the  regulations  of 
the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act,  and  being  now  only  procurable  from 
a  registered  chemist,  the  prices  of  such  medicines  will  be  as 
formerly — Is.  for  It.  l^d.  sizs,  and  2s.  6d.  for  2s.  9d.  size. 

But  before  this  can  oe  done  we  need  as  full  a  list  as  pos- 
sible of  patents  coming  under  the  Act,  and  this  we  mast  look 
to  you  or  some  other  authority  to  supply  us  with.  Winslow 
has  already  owned  up,  and  we  have  also  Kay's  and  Collis 
Browne ;  doubtless  other  well  known  makers  will  quickly 
follow  suit.

Sin, — Now  that  the  question  of  poisonous  patent  medi- 
cines is  settled,  I  suggeft  that  paid  inspectors  should  be 
appointed,  who  should  make  it  their  sole  occupation  to 
travel  from  place  to  place  endeavouring  to  get  convictions 
against  unqaalified  retailers  of  poisons.  I  would  appoint 
one  for  Scotland,  one  for  the  North  of  England,  one  for 
Wales  and  the  West,  and  another  for  London  and  the  South 
of  England.

[If  they  are  registered  limitel  cDnpinias  they  may  keep 
open  shop  for  the  sale  of  such,  bat  the  aotaal  seller  masc  be 
a  qualitied  chemist.] 


Mr.  C.  M.  Foottit,  chemist,  Mario ir,  writes  a  letter  to 
The  Sou/It  £ucks  Jf'rec  Press  giving  information  concerning 
poisonons  proprietary  mediciues  "  in  view  of  saving  neigh-i 
bouring  traders  in  patent  medicines  from  the  possible  efieoty 
of  unwittingly  oflending."  He  concludes  his  letter  hi 
saying: — "  Should  any  of  the  pxtent-medicine  sellers  inaa- 
vertently  hold  stock  which  is  u  danger  to  them  under  the 
above  circumstances,  I  should  be  very  pleased  t3  take  it  at 
market  value,  and  to  relieve  any  of  my  fellow-tradesmen 
from  possibly  very  unpleasant  conseiuenoes. ' 


A  letter  making  a  similar  announcement,  and  also  offering 
to  take  over  at  market  value  any  stock  inadvertently  held  by 
unqualified  vendors,  appears  in  the  Wt:stern,  Morning  News 
of  May  31,  over  the  signature  of  J.  Barge, 


41/12.  Baijonne  asks  whether  a  proprietary  medicine 
containing  j'j  par;  of  chlorodyne  must  be  labelled  '  Poisan." 
Apparently,  to  be  in  strict  accordance  with  the  law,  it  must, 
though  we  think  we  should  respectfully  ignore  the  law  in 
such  a  case.  We  do  not  consider  that  chloric  ether  or  spirit 
of  chloroform  is  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 


43/49.  Mar/,  at. — The  counsel  was  wrong  in  his  state- 
ment. This  correspondent  remaiks: — ''It  is  only  fair  that 
grocers  and  others  dealing  in  poisonous  proprietary  medi- 
cines should  be  notified  of  the  new  construction  pu'  on  this 
old  Act,  and  the  bsst  way  to  do  it  ii  for  each  chemist  to 
send  to  the  local  newspaper  ofEse  the  letter  sent  out  by  the 
American  Drug  Company,  or  some  other  intimation  of  the 
change,  after  which  there  can  be  no  excuse.  Restriction  of 
the  sale  of  these  preparations  to  qualified  men  only  may 
press  rather  hard  upon  some  of  us  who  cannot  afford  to 
keep  qualiBed  assistants  ;  but  it  is  the  only  sure  way  of 
seeming  our  rights  as  they  are  won  back  to  us  step  by 
step." 


The  Medicine-stamp. 

Bib, — Since  your  correspondent  "  Forward "  thinks  my 
remarks  rot  worthy  of  consideration,  it  is  a  pity  he  honoured 
them  with  bis  notice.  He  should  have  made  an  effort  to 
understand  my  letter  before  criticising  it,  or,  at  least,  have 
based  bis  comments  on  statements  which  appeared  in  it 
instead  of  his  own  imagination.  I  never  disputed  a  groDer's 
right  to  sell  sjrup  of  squills  if  he  chooses.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  he  does  not,  to  any  appreoiab'e  extent ;  but  I  did  con- 
tend and  still  maintain,  "Forward's"  opinion  notwithstand- 
ing, thtt  the  Stamp  Acr,  with  all  its  imperfections,  is  a  pro- 
tection against  a  demand  for  pennyworths  and  twopenny 
samples  of  patent  medicines,  kc ,  which  would  follow  its 
repeal,  and  greatly  interfere  with  a  chemist's  retail  trade. 
The  correctness  of  his  other  observations  is  not  borne  out  by 
past  experience.  Twenty  years  ago,  when  the  number  of 
pa'entj  was  comparatively  small,  and  advertising  had  not 
attain  d  its  present  gigantic  development,  thousands  entered 
a  pharmacy  who  seldom  or  never  do  now.  Chemists  did 
double  the  trade.  They  had  little  difiBcnlty  in  selling  a  good 
cough-mixture,  or  other  proprietary  of  their  own  manufac- 
ture, wifi  beneQt  to  themsalvos,  and  advantage  to  their 
custom!  r,  inasmuch  as  the  patient  being  present  he  could  be 
supplied  with  a  medicine  suited  to  his  particular  require- 
ments. Now  a  different  system  prevails,  as  most  chemists 
know  to  their  cost. 

"Foiwird's"  standard  of  commercial  morality  is  decidedly 
\0Ti.  (  himists  do  not  desire  to  live  by  substitution,  imita- 
tion of  o'iher's  articles,  or  copying  their  ideii.  They  prefer  to 
sell  tt  eir  own  labour  at  a  fair  price,  rather  than  other 
people  B  at  a  Qotltlons  value  yet  wi'hout  advantage  to  them- 
selves. 


Possibly  "Forward"  belongs  to  that  class  of  adverlibiog 
manufacturers  who,  while  pocketing  a  comfortable  profit 
themselves,  view  with  complacency  the  frantic  struggles 
of  retailers  striving  who  can  sell  their  preparations  with 
least  possible  gain.  Otherwise,  I  do  not  unders'and  by 
what  process  of  reasoning  he  arrives  at  his  conclusions.

The  large  and  well-established  houfces  may  have 
little  to  fear,  but  the  man  in  a  small  way  finds  his  neighbour 
the  grocer  a  powerful  opponent,  and  the  very  cream  ot  his 
business  entirely  taken  from  him  ;  in  fact,  there  is  nothing 
left  but  to  launch  out  as  a  quack  doctor.  I  would  rather 
find  the  licence  10s  6d.  or  11.  Is.  per  year,  which  would  pro- 
bably deter  some  of  our  patent-medicine  boases  pajing  the 
licence  for  those  hucksters  to  whom  they  supply  goods.  I 
know  brick-moulders  and  others  living  in  cottages  who  are 
agents  for  some  makers,  but  who  would  not  care  to  risk 
1^.  Is.    What  would  it  be  if  there  were  no  licence  ?

Terebene. 

StB, — A  year  or  so  ago  the  correspondence  columns  of  this 
journal  contained  a  criticism  upon  the  B.P.C.  "  blue- list."  in 
which  the  author  remarked  that  the  terebene  question,  had 
been  satisfactorily  settled,  although  the  subject  was  scill  re- 
tained on  the  list. 

1  felt  at  the  time  that  it  was  a  courageous  statement,  for  I 
had  in  hand  at  that  moment  an  examination  of  some  ten  or 
twelve  samples  which  were  thoroughly  representative  of  the 
article  offered  for  pharmaceutical  purposes,  and  in  view  of 
the  recrudescence  of  interest  in  terebene  the  publication  of 
the  respective  rotatory  powers  of  tboEe  samples  may  prove 
nob  altogether  inopportune. 

By  common  consent  the  reference-point  for  terebene  is  the 
a,bsence  of  optical  rotatory  power,  and  the  observed  rotation 
is  all  I  need  record,  for  whilst  comparative  examinations  as 
io  aroma,  flavour,  and  residue  upon  evaporation  may  form^ 
fusefnl  aids  in  the  latjoratory,  a  detailed  description  on  paper 
is  next  to  useless.

200  mm.  long  at  23°  C.  —  mean  of  six  observations.

No  1  was  obtained  from  a  Scotch  manufacturer,  Nos.  2  to  8 
inclusive  from  wholesale  druggists  and  chemical  manufac- 
turers ;  9,  10,  11  were  spenmens  bought  retail  from  London 
houses  having  both  wholesale  and  retail  departments ; 
No.  12  was  from  stock. 

With  the  exception  oE  Nos.  9, 11,  and  12  CDmmercial  tere- 
bene would  therefore  seem  to  be  still  far  below  the  standard 
ot  parity  which  should  be  insisted  upon. 

In  view  of  the  above  ligures,  and  backed  by  an  experience 
begotten  ot  the  distillation  of  some  hundreds  ot  gallons  of 
terebene,  I  am  not  disposed  to  accept  Mr.  Parry's  statement 
that  the  puritioatioQ  of  terebene  is  quite  as  simple  a  matter 
as  his  note  leads  ns  to  infer.  Indeed  the  length  of  time  during 
which  the  still  is  monopolised,  extending  as  it  does  some- 
times over  weeks  together,  no  doubt  often  tends  to  render  the 
manufacturer  imnatient,  and  apparently  not  infrequently 
impels  him  to  relinquish  the  operation  before  the  final  pro- 
dact  is  iaajtive.

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Methylated  Spirit  in  Veterinary  Blisters. 

Sib,— Referring  to  year  leader  of  April  23,  in  answer  to 
my  query  regarJing  the  use  of  methylated  spirit  in  the  pre- 
paration of  liquid  blister,  "  Veterinary  Counter  Practice," 
page  28.  I  have  been  in  communication  with  the  Board  of 
Inland  R  -venue  for  permission  to  use  methylated  spirit  in  the 
manufacture  of  an  essence  for  lameness  in  horses.  I  enclose 
formula ;  it  is  given  in  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
December  27,  1890,  201/40,  under  the  name  of  "  Leeming's 
'Essence." 

The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  inform  me  that,  their  analyst 
having  certified  the  essence  as  being  incapable  of  internal 
use  as  a  medicine,  they  would  permit  its  raaoufaoture  with 
methylated  spirit  on  my  giving  a  bond  for  200^  if  the  quantity 
used  should  not  exceed  fifty  gallons  annually,  the  manufac- 
ture to  be  carried  on  in  a  separate  locked  room.  The  essence 
being  only  for  local  sale,  its  preparation  under  these  restric- 
tions would  not  be  worth  the  trouble.  I  again  wrote,  asking 
whether  the  Board  would  permit  the  preparation  of  the 
esssence  without  the  above  restrictions,  as  the  quantity  made 
would  not  exceed  two  gallons  annually.  The  Board,  in  reply, 
state  that  they  would  permit  a  portion  of  the  retail  stock  of 
mineralised  methylated  spirit  not  exceeding  five  gallons 
annually  to  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  essence  pro- 
vided the  formula  stated  is  adhered  to.  The  liquid  blister 
being  three  times  stronger  in  cantbarides  than  the 
essence,  the  same  permission  would,  I  should  think,  include 
it  also. 

The  Board  have  treated  my  communications  with  great 
courtesy  and  promptness.

■the  word  "  Tablets ''  as  their  "  rightful  property  "  because 
registered  a?  a  tiaie-m a:k.  The  word  "  Tabloids also  is  their 
registered  tfade-mark.  It  would  indeed  be  interesting  to 
know  by  how  many  trade-marks  this  enterprising  firm  is 
known,  also  the  number  oE  very  nseful  words  they  claim  as 
their  "rightful  property." 

The  word  "  Ta  blets  "  is  a  good  old  dicMonary  word,  mean- 
ing medicines  in  square  forms,  and  although  a  cablet-maiiing 
machine  is  now  considered  one  oE  the  necessaries  of  the  dis- 
pensing coulter,  we  are  to  be  prohibited  the  use  of  the  word 
for  compressed  drugs  having  a  "  round  or  oval"  appearance 
if  not  the  manufacture  of  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  I  do 
not  think  the  term  ''  compressed  pills  "  was  ever  in  universal 
use  for  such  a  form  of  medicament. 

It  would  be  well  to  tave  a  committee  of  Ijnx  eyed 
brethren  appointed  to  watch  over  our  interests  in  this  respect, 
since  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  do  not  cire  to  do  such 
work,  aad  individual  chemists  cannot  possibly  attend  to 
business,  keep  up  a  good  stock  o£  Pba'masopcela  prepara- 
tions, including  "Tablets,"  and  look  aheal  all  the  while. 
Something  must  be  done  speedily  in  order  that  wo  may  be 
protected  from  our  friends.

Chemists'  Assistants  and  the  Biviera. 
Sib, — I  was  much  interested  in  the  article  on  "  English 
Assistants  on  the  Riviera  "  contributed  by  "  Anglo- Francais  " 
to  your  number  of  May  28.  His  information  about  the  means 
of  finding  a  situation  in  the  South,  and,  having  found  it,  the 
best  way  of  getting  to  it,  is  most  useful.  Those,  however, 
who  have  no  knowledge  of  French  would  save  themselves 
much  trouble  by  purchasing  their  through  ticket  at  Cook's, 


and  if  they  intend  breaking  the  journey  in  Paris  or  elsewhere 
obtaining  also  a  supply  of  the  hotel  coupons. 

I  must,  however,  take  exception  to  the  statement,  that  "it 
is  no  longer  customary  to  allow  travelling  expenses,  unless 
assistants  return  for  several  successive  seasons."  I  know 
many  men  who  have  be=)n  to  the  Riviera,  and  mjst  of  those 
who  are  "habituus,"  and  only  in  a  few  exceptional  instances 
am  I  aware  an  engagement  has  been  accepted,  unlets  the 
railway  fare  has  been  paid,  at  lea-t  one  way.  Roughly  esti- 
mating, the  return  journey  from  Londoa  cannot  be  made  at 
a  cost  of  less  than  12/.  (second  class).  An  asfistnnt  who  goes 
for  his  first  season,  which  is  usually  sis  month?,  would  be 
paid  from  200E.  ( )  225f.  a  month,  the  cost  of  his  '•  pension" 
and  bedroom  would  be  about  120f  monthly,  which  leaves  at 
the  outside  105f.  (4^  45.)  to  meet  all  other  expanses.  Now,  if 
he  has  to  expend  12?.  on  railway  fares  it  can  only  result  in  a 
considerable  pecuniary  loss  to  himself.  Admitting  the  value 
of  the  experience  one  gains  by  a  six  months'  residence  on  the 
Riviera,  the  advantages  of  one's  previous  training  and  expe- 
rience and  up-todot  a  knowledge  are  of  equal  value  to  the 
employer,  and  I  think  a  candidate  would  be  ill-advised  to 
accept  an  offer  which  did  not  include  his  railway  fare  one 
way  at  least  or  its  equivalent  in  extra  salary. 

Considering  the  amount  of  hard  work  the  assistant  has  to 
put  in  during  the  week,  there  remains  only  the  Sunday  avail- 
able to  appreciate  the  glorious  scenery  and  the  delightful 
excursions  to  be  had  in  a  district  teeming  with  historical 
associations,  and  as  a  certain  amount  of  relaxation  is  neces- 
sary to  physical  health,  that  day  may  be  well  spent  outside 
the  walls  of  the  English  church  without  endangering  the 
moral  well-being  or  showing  any  contsmpt  for  the  Sxbbith.

It  is 
one  of  the  oldest  ointments,  one  of  the  best  lead  preparations, 
and  seems  the  most  likely  thing  to  give  ] 


Ext.  Caacara.  Sag.  Liq. 
35/66.  Dentahm  asks: — If  a  prescription  is  presented 
ordering  amongst  other  ingredients  ext.  cascara  sag.  liq.,  is  it 
correct  to  use  the  miscible  preparation  now  prepared  by 
several  makers,  or  should  that  made  by  the  B.P.  process  be 
used?  [The  latter,  unquestionably.  The  British  Pharma- 
copoeia is  legally  binding  so  far  as  its  own  standards  and  the 
dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions  are  concerned.  Any 
departure  from  it  in  dispensing  should  be  sanctioned  by  the 
prescriber  or  by  the  purchaser.]

[As  has  been  previously  pointed  out  in  this  column,  when 
caffeine  citrate  and  sodium  ealicylato  are  bronght  together 
in  presence  of  water,  salicylate  of  caffeine  and  sodium  and 
sodium  citrate  are  formed,  and  salioylio  acid  is  set  free. 
Caffeine  citrate  is  split  up  by  water  into  caffeine  and  citric 
acid,  hence  the  trouble.  But  in  the  case  of  the  above  pre- 
scription the  free  ammonia  combines  with  the  salicylic  acid, 
and  a  presentable  mixture  is  obtained.  Dissolve  the  sodium 
salicylate  in  an  onncs  of  water;  shake  the  caffeine  citrate 
with  2  oz.,  mix  the  twc,  and  then  add  the  spirit  of  ammonia 
drachm  by  drachm,  shaking  vigorously ;  then  add  the  bro- 
mide dissolved  in  the  remainder  of  the  water.  A  much 
better  mixture  is  obtained  by  using  caffeine  instead  of 
caffeine  citrate ;  but  the  composition  of  this  mixture  is 
different,  as  the  following  comparison  shows  : —

— We  do  not  understand  what  you  mean  by 
benzol  pills. 


38/35.  Emperor.— lAii.  ferri  perchlor.  is  evidently  in- 
tended. 


40/10.  Presoriber. — Borax,  being  alkaline,  precipitates 
cocaine  from  the  solution,  and  this  can  only  bs  avoided  by 
altering  the  prescription.  Perhaps  the  writer  will  replace  it 
with  boric  acid. 


41/5.  H.  JTarvey.—See  "The  Art  of  Dispensing," 
page  131,  in  regard  to  mixtures  containing  potassium  iodide 
and  spirit  of  nitrous  ether.  Such  mixtures  always  decom- 
pose with  liberation  of  iodine,  unless  a  large  excess  of  alkali 
is  present.  You  certainly  added  sufficient  alkali  (598.  of 
sodium  bicarbonate  was  enough),  and  this  alteration  is  the 
best  thing  that  can  be  done  should  you  be  unable  to  consult 
the  prescriber. 


42/32.  IK  W. — Thanks,  but  someone  sent  the  prescrip- 
tion, or  a  similar  one,  before,  which  we  published.

Oontult  Alpe'i  " Hanrli/-took  of  Medicine-stamp  Duty"  in  regard  to  patent 
medicine  queatiom.

pp.  151-9. 


39/55.  Inspector.— should  not  like  to  say  decidedly 
that  a  label  such  as  "  Tincture  of  Senna  (Not  According  to 
B.P.)  "  would  be  a  legally  sufficient  notification  to  the  pur- 
chaser if  a  preparation  were  sold  as  tincture  of  senna  which 
was  not  of  Pharmacopoeia  composition.  It  would  provide  a 
promising  defence,  but  it  is  not  a  label  in  strict  accordance 


with  the  statute,  which  requires  as  the  essence  of  a  defence 
of  this  character  that  the  person  selling  "  an  article  of  food 
or  a  druc;  mixed  with  any  matter  or  ingredient  not  injurious 
to  health,  and  not  intended  fraudulently  to  increase  its  balk, 
weight,  or  measure,  or  cocceal  its  inferior  quality,"  should 
"  supply  to  the  person  receiving  the  same  a  notice  by  a  label 
distinctly  and  legibly  written  or  printed  on  or  with  the  article 
or  drug  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  mixed." 


39/71.  Atropine. — It  is  the  law  which  requires  that  the 
seller  of  the  proprietary  medicine  containing  poison  shall 
affix  his  name  and  address  to  it.  It  is  not  much  trouble  to  do 
this.  There  are  obvious  reasons  why  it  should  be  done,  and 
we  do  not,  therefore,  see  the  use  of  bUBgesting  that  the  name 
of  the  maker  should  be  regarded  as  sufficient. 


42/9.  Pepsins. — We  think  you  have  not  infringed  the 
Act ;  at  all  events,  it  would  bs  a  piece  of  ridiculous  pBdantiy 
to  sue  you  under  the  circumstances  yon  name,  and  the 
action  would  almost  certainly  fail. 


4/47.  Veritas. — Some  of  the  American  colleges,  we 
believe,  confer  the  title  of  "  graduate  in  pharmacy."  It 
would  not  be  a  legal  qualification  in  Great  Britain.  All  the 
persons  legally  entitled  to  assume  the  title  of  chemist  and 
diuggist  or  pharmaceutical  chemist  are  named  on  the  official 
registers. 


40/73.  T/iavet  asks  : — "  Can  I  use  methylated  soap  liniment 
in  a  stamped  proprietary  preparation,  and  give  it  the  title 
of,  say.  Blank's  Compound  Arnica  Liniment  ?  "  We  do  not 
see  how  there  can  be  any  Rsvenue  objection  to  this  course. 
The  Board  allow  the  use  of  methylated  soap  liniment,  and 
we  should  think  that  covers  the  right  of  mixing  it  with 
other  ingredients.  But  we  cannot  undertake  to  interpret 
the  mind  of  the  Commissioners,  and  in  cases  of  doubt  it  is 
better  to  ask  them. 


42/33.  London. — A  veterinary  surgeon  is  entitled  to  dis- 
penee  medicines  for  animals  under  his  care,  but  it  would  not 
be  legal  for  him  to  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons. 


42/61.  Smith — We  do  not  think  we  have  ever  stated  that 
"  preparations  of  chloroform "  are  named  in  the  Poisons 
Schedule.    It  is  incorrect,  whoever  has  said  so. 


42/50.  Sinapis  asks : — "  Can  a  limited  liability  company  use 
the  title  'Surgeon-dentists'  without  infringing  the  Dentists 
Act  ?  "  There  seems  no  reason  to  distinguish  between  the 
Dentists  Act  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  regard  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  interpretation  of  the  word  "  person,"  which  is 
used  in  a  similar  manner  in  both  Acts.  The  question  would 
be  an  interesting  one,  if  fought,  but  we  should  not  recom- 
mend any  company  to  assume  the  title  without  taking  the 
opinion,  if  possible,  of  one  of  the  counsel  who  was  engaged 
in  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  .Society  of  London  v. 
Provincial  Supply  Association  (Limited). 


43/9.  St.  Helen's.— The  period  of  notice  between  assist- 
ants and  their  employers  depends  on  the  cusi  om  of  the 
trade,  not  on  the  times  when  salaries  are  paid.  In  the  retail 
drug  trade  the  custom  is  a  month's  notice.  If  you  sue 
you  will  have  to  be  prepared  with  some  evidence  of  this 
custom. 


43/57.  Mystified. — Yon  have  not  read  the  Act  carefully. 
The  seller  under  the  15th  section  is  the  person  who  actually 
conducts  the  sale.  In  the  17th  section,  which  provides  for 
the  labelling,  jcc,  of  poisons,  it  is  expressly  stated  that  for 
the  purposes  of  that  seel  ion  the  person  on  whose  behalf  the 
sales  are  made  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  seller.

Decompcsition  of  Iodoform  Solution.  —  Iodine 
writes : — "  I  sent  out  a  sol.  iodoform  in  methylated  ether 


about  a  month  since,  which  seemed  to  answer  the  purpose 
for  which  It  was  intended.  It  has  now  been  returned  to  me 
with  the  remark  that  it  colours  the  skin  and  hurts  the  eyes 
It  certamly  has  changed ;  it  is  darker  in  colour,  owing  I 
presume,  to  free  iodine.  Can  you  suggest  the  cause  of  the 
change  or  what  decomposition  has  taken  place  ?  I  thought 
perhaps,  it  might  be  similar  to  that  of  lin.  iodi,  mentioned  in 
your  columns  some  few  years  since,  when  made  with  sp. 
meth."  [It  has  already  been  ob.served  t  hat  etherial  solutions 
of  iodoform  decompose  in  sunlight,  but  Fischer  proved  that> 
this  IS  the  result  of  oxidation,  and  owing  to  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  iodoform  of  the  market  is  impure.  It  is  stated 
that  etherial  solution  of  pure  iodoform  does  not  decompose 
The  impurities  are  amyl  alcohol,  pyridine  bases,  and  aoeta- 
mide,  one  or  other  of  which  may  combine  with  the  freed 
iodine  to  form  an  irritating  and  pungent  product,  as  in 
methylated  iodine  liniment.  Our  correspondent's  sample 
contains  free  iodine.]

It  is  used  for 
coughs,  with  an  equal  quantity  of  couf.  rofre.  It  is  very 
commonly  called  Inoatory  balsam,  and  I  have  frequently 
sold  it  under  that  name.  W.  Wilkikson. 

How  to  Stick  Labels  on  Tin. — I  have  frequently  seen 
inquiries  in  your  publication  as  to  the  best  means  of  affixing 
gummed  labels  to  tin  surfaces.  For  the  benefit  of  my 
fellow-labourers  I  may  say  that  all  difficulty  c.in  be  avoided 
if  they  will  rub  the  surface  of  tin  thoroughly  with  a  bit  of 
rag  or  tow,  moistened  with  liq.  potafsse.  The.'e  seems  to  be 
some  greasiness  present  on  surface  of  bright  tin  which 
prevents  adhesion  unless  this  plan  be  adopted.  For  many 
years  I  have  put  up  several  "  proprietaries  "  in  tin  boxes  and 
have  never  had  the  slightest  trouble  since  I  have  used  the 
solution,  which  should  be  allowed  to  dry  on  surface,  not 
wiped  off.
